MORE OF US 
IN HOSPITAL 


Figures show drink-related 
admissions have rocketed 


THE number of people being 
admitted to Kent’s hospitals 
as a result of alcohol has 
risen year on year since 2005, 
new figures have revealed. 

The 2010 Local Alcohol Profiles 
report showed that in the year ending 
March, 2009, there were 26,334 booze- 
related admissions in Kent and 
Medway - almost 10,000 more cases 
than five years ago. 

They included cases of mental and 
behavioural disorders, cardiac prob¬ 
lems, falls, assaults, epilepsy and self- 
harm, all linked to alcohol consumption. 

A breakdown of figures showed 
NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent had 
13,336 alcohol-related admissions in 
2008-09 -11 per cent up from the pre¬ 
vious year. West Kent saw 9,015 
admissions - a 10 per cent rise - and 
Medway saw 3,983 - a six per cent 
increase since 2007-08. 

Nationally, the number of people 
being taken to hospital due to alcohol 
has risen by 65 per cent in the past 
five years to 954,469. The English 
average increase per strategic health

authority was nine per cent in 2008-9. 

Professor Mark Beilis, director of 
the North West Public Health Obser¬ 
vatory, which prepared the figures, 
said the English death toll from alco¬ 
hol now exceeds 15,500 every year. 

He said: “It is time to recognise we 
are not a population of responsible 
drinkers with just a handful of irrespon¬ 
sible individuals ruining it for others. 

Violent crime 

“Over one-in-four drinkers exceed 
weekly limits according to national 
surveys and alcohol sales figures sug¬ 
gest the number is much higher.” 

The study contained 24 alcohol- 
related indicators for each NHS trust, 
including binge-drinking, hospital 
admissions, deaths and treatment for 
alcohol misuse. 

Despite the continuing rise in hospi¬ 
tal admissions, the research showed 
that at Kent’s three NHS trusts 
almost all of the 24 measures looked 
at by the North West Public Health 
Observatory were “significantly bet¬ 


ter” than the national average. Broken 
down into districts, the indicators also 
revealed better than average results. 

The exception was Thanet - which 
has some of the most deprived wards 
in the county and a life-expectancy 
17 years less than those in some 
other parts of Kent - where most 
indicators, including alcohol-related 
violent crime and alcohol-linked 
deaths, were significantly worse than 
the national average. 

Stephen Cochame, NHS Eastern and 
Coastal Kent’s public health specialist, 
said although the overall figures for 
alcohol-related health problems showed 
improvement in east Kent compared 
to the rest of the UK, there were still 
some local Tiot spots’ where alcohol 
misuse continued to pose problems. 

He said: “We are working in part¬ 
nership with Kent County Council, 
GPs, East Kent Hospitals University 
Foundation NHS Trust and other 
agencies, including Kent Police and 
Kent Drug and Alcohol Action Team 
to address these concerns.” 

The Trust has launched a project

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Awareness key to tackling binge drinking

called House which is aimed at young people 
and also funds groups supporting people suf¬ 
fering from alcohol addiction. 

Unlike Thanet, the Sevenoaks district 
showed some of the lowest levels of overall 
booze-related harm. 

Binge drinking - those who drink more 
than twice the recommended daily amount in 
one session - was significantly lower than the 
regional average. 

Linda Prickett, public health specialist at 
NHS West Kent, said the Trust was pleased to 
be doing better than other areas of the country. 


“However, we must not be complacent - we 
are concerned about the amount many people 
in west Kent are drinking,” she said. “Over 24 
per cent of people in west Kent drink in a way 
that will eventually damage their health. 

‘We must continue to raise awareness of 
what this means. Drinking more than two bot¬ 
tles of wine a week if you’re a woman, or more 
than two pints of lager most days if you’re a 
man, can damage your heart, liver and brain 
and increase your chances of getting cancer.” 

As well as work with the Kent Drug and 
Alcohol Action Team and local councils, serv¬ 
ices have been introduced to support existing 
clinics, including counselling, family therapy 


interventions and community detoxification. 

NHS Medway also bettered the national 
average despite the rise in NHS admissions, 
but health bosses stressed the need to contin¬ 
ue working to drive down figures. 

Dr Alison Barnett, director of public health 
for Medway, said: “I’m pleased that in many 
areas, such as underage drinking and hospital 
admissions caused by alcohol, the picture in 
Medway is better than the national average. 

“However, alcohol continues to have a sig¬ 
nificant impact on the health of Medway’s 
residents and whilst we have made an impact 
on the rate of increase, alcohol hospital 
admissions do continue to rise.” 


Quango replaced by 
a union with Essex

COUNTY Hall leader Paul Carter 
has denied Government ministers 
pressured him into forming a new 
business and investment partner¬ 
ship with Essex County Council. 

Last June Chancellor George Osborne 
announced that as part of his emergency 
Budget all Regional Development Agencies - 
including the South East England Devel¬ 
opment Agency (Seeda) - would be scrapped 
and replaced by Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ships (LEPs). 

The news was welcomed at the time by Cllr 
Carter, who immediately set about gathering 
support among the business community for a 
new group dedicated to securing investment 
for Kent and Medway. 

But this week KCC announced plans to 
instead form a larger LEP with Essex, amid 
speculation that Local Government Secretary 
Eric Pickles was leaning on the two authori¬ 
ties to set an example to others throughout 
the country. 

“Eric phoned me hallway through my holi¬ 
day, as did (Business Secretary) Vince Cable, 
and suggested that people weren’t thinking 
big enough,” admitted Cllr Carter. 

“It didn’t take much persuading once I’d 
sat down and thought about the com¬ 
mon goals and aspirations we share with 
Essex, and what we both stand to gain by 
joining forces. 

“The economies of both counties are virtual¬ 
ly identical and it makes good business sense 


to share our expertise. If it didn’t then I 
wouldn’t support the idea. 

“It also has the support of the business com¬ 
munity in Kent. Their words to me were that 
this is a no-brainer, don’t mess around and 
just get on with it, 
and that’s exactly 
what we’ve done.” 

Cllr Carter has 
long opposed the 
existence of Seeda, 
commenting in pre¬ 
vious interviews 
that he did not 
believe somebody 
“sitting in an office 
in Guildford” was 
best-placed to make 
decisions about 
investment in Kent. 

Should it win Gov¬ 
ernment approval, 
the Kent-Essex LEP 
will be responsible 
for the economic development of an area big¬ 
ger than 13 European countries and with a 
combined population of 3.4 million. 

The region is also home to nearly 115,000 
companies supporting 1.3 million jobs and 
contributing £55 billion to the national econ¬ 
omy every year. 

It could be up and running by April, 2011. 

However, despite losing support from 
KCC, Medway Council has submitted its 
own proposals for a Kent and Medway LEP 
while Dartford, Gravesham and Bexley coun¬ 
cils are also hoping to form their own break¬ 
away alliance. 

Medway Council leader Cllr Rodney 
Chambers said the plans were being support¬ 


ed by most district councils in north and west 
Kent. He added: “I have full confidence that 
this historic and famous county has the 
potential to become the economic powerhouse 
of the South East. 

“Any other options being suggested for an 
LEP that includes areas outside of Kent will 
only hamper Kent’s economic progress in 
these difficult times.” 

Early indications are that the proposed 
partnership will be chaired by an independ¬ 
ent business leader with a board consisting of 
up to 30 members representing the various 
district councils in Kent and Essex. 

Goals already outlined by Cllr Carter 
include new development in the Thames 
Gateway region, the regeneration of coastal 
towns and the construction of a third 
Thames crossing to reduce congestion at 
Dartford. 

Big ticket 

It has also been suggested that the new 
LEP could take over the running of the 
Dartford crossing, with the possibility of 
the tolls being reduced in price or scrapped 
altogether. 

“These are big ticket items which, if we get 
it right, can lead to employment for a lot of 
people,” said Cllr Carter. 

“Just think of what a third Thames crossing 
could do for the region. There’s a massive 
amount of traffic that comes through Kent 
and has to use the Dartford crossing, and the 
whole thing is gridlocked as a result. 

“If we want to deliver the growth agenda 
then we need to put in the necessary infra¬ 
structure first.”

Alarm at high-speed ‘wobble’ 


WORK is under way to correct a suspension 
problem with the county’s new high-speed 
bullet trains. 

Passengers have complained to 
Southeastern, the company which operates 
the service between Kent and St Pancras, 
that some of the trains “wobble”. 

The company said its staff, as well as 
onboard computer equipment, had also 
picked up ‘excessive lateral movements’. 

Now the 29 trains are being updated at the 
Ashford depot. Some passengers described 
the lateral motion as “alarming”. 

The trains, 10 of which have been convert¬ 
ed already, are to be used as shuttles taking 
sports fans between the Olympic stadium at 
Stratford and St Pancras in just seven min¬ 
utes. A Southeastern spokesman said: 
“Modifications are being made as we speak.” 

The trains are built by Japanese firm 
Hitachi, which is vying to replace all

Britain’s intercity trains. Commuter Pam 
Millington, from Ashford, said: ‘You feel like 
you are on one of the old-fashioned trains it 
sways so much.” 

And student Nicki Carpenter, from 
Canterbury, said: It’s quite disconcerting 
because it doesn’t feel particularly safe.” 

Southeastern stressed none of the trains 
had been taken out of service and all the 
work had been routine. The spokesman said: 
“Ten have been done and the rest will be 
completed soon. This has never been a safety 
issue - it is about comfort. The number of 
services and the speed has not changed. It 
has not affected normal service in any way.” 


Watchdog warning Hacking publican 


CHILDREN are at risk of harm due to 
inadequate and late assessments by 
Kent County CounciPs social services 
department, warns Ofsted. 

The watchdog carried out an unan¬ 
nounced inspection last month and 
has told the authority to address 
staffing and management issues. 

A KCC spokesman said the shortfall 
in social workers was a national prob¬ 
lem, but it was committed to ensuring 
good outcomes for all its children. 

He added: “We will continue to sup¬ 
port the work of our social care teams 
and partner agencies to address the 
very real pressures they are under.” 


A PUB landlord is the latest ex-journalist 
to find himself in the middle of the News of 
the World telephone hacking scandal. 

Paul McMullan, who runs the Castle in 
Dover, is one of six former writers who 
claim Andy Coulson - who is now Prime 
Minister David Cameron’s director of com¬ 
munications - knew his reporters were 
engaging in unlawful acts when he was edi¬ 
tor of the national newspaper. 

Mr McMullan told the Guardian that he 
personally commissioned private investiga¬ 
tors to commit several hundred acts that 
could be regarded as illegal. 

“How can Coulson possibly say he didn’t 
know what was going on?” he added.

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Tory poll ‘smear’ on chief constable 


Ex Gills stars quit 
at cricket scandal 


ANGRY Labour councillors have blasted 
their Tory opponents for launching a “per¬ 
sonal attack” on Chief Constable Ian 
Learmonth. 

A Conservative leaflet posted through res¬ 
idents’ doors in Medway claimed the coun¬ 
ty’s most senior officer had “ignored the elec¬ 
torate, the police authority and his own 
rules” and accused Mr Learmonth of being 
solely responsible for the resignation of ex¬ 
councillor David Craggs. 

The attack was launched following Mr 
Craggs’ decision to quit Medway Council 13 
days after winning the River ward by-elec¬ 
tion, claiming he did not realise it would 
mean giving up his role as a special constable. 

However, Labour opponents have criti¬ 


cised the leaflet and 
blamed the Tories for 
not doing their home¬ 
work before selecting 
the headteacher as 
their candidate. 

Labour Cllr Paul 
Godwin said: “As a 
member of the Kent 
Police Authority I 
have witnessed the 
holding of Kent 
Police to account in a 
robust manner by a 
mixture of local coun¬ 
cillors from the three main parties and inde¬ 
pendently appointed members. 


“This has been done in a non-partisan way 
to ensure there is no party-political interfer¬ 
ence in policing. 

“However, the recent antics of the Tories fol¬ 
lowing the debacle of their candidate resign¬ 
ing his council seat just two weeks after the 
election has sunk to new depths.” 

A second by-election in just over a month is 
now on the cards in Medway, with Labour and 
the Lib Dems calling for the Conservatives to 
stump up the cash to pay for it. 

However, the Tory leaflet says the cost 
should fall to Kent Police. 

Labour’s election agent Cllr Vince Maple 
said: “What the local Tories should be con¬ 
centrating on is the impact of the 20 per cent 
cuts to the policing budget.” 


TWO former Gillingham FC favourites have 
quit their jobs after finding themselves caught 
up in the Pakistani cricket betting scandal. 

Tim O’Shea and Neil Smith were manager 
and assistant manager respectively at Ryman 
Premier Division side Croydon Athletic - 
owned by the alleged match-fixer Mazhar 
Majeed. 

But both resigned following allegations that 
Majeed had used the club to launder the mil¬ 
lions of pounds he is accused of making from 
the scandal. 

Irish defender O’Shea played more than 100 
games for the Gills between 1989-92, while 
midfielder Smith made more than 200 appear¬ 
ances between 1991-97. 

Both delivered farewell messages to 
Croydon’s fans following the team’s 3-1 home 
defeat to Concord Rangers last Saturday.

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P&O may lose jobs to cut costs 


CROSS-CHANNEL ferry-operator P&O 
Ferries could axe up to 70 jobs as part of its 
latest cost-cutting measures. 

The money-saving proposal will focus 
mainly on head-office operations in Dover, 
which employ 475 people. 

The company has reviewed its organisa¬ 
tional structures and spending to identify 
where costs can be reduced - P&O says this 
will allow it to be more competitive. 

Up to 70 employees in the company’s 
shore-based support functions could be axed. 


P&O employees have also been told the 
company is reviewing the future of its final- 
salary pension-scheme arrangements. 

Steve Todd, national maritime secretary at 
the RMT union, said: “This is another kick in 
the teeth for the Port of Dover. 

“The threat of repeated job losses and 
reductions in service from the ferry operators 
and an ill-conceived privatisation plan could 
jeopardise the future of the port.” 

Consultations on the proposals will start 
on Monday. 


Church bazaar jibe at 
police volunteers plea 


already has 285 members on the beat. 

A force spokesman denied the two 
announcements were linked, but Kent Police 
Federation chairman Ian Pointon said the 
timing “could not have been any worse”. 

“I think in government circles they prob¬ 
ably are linked,” he added. 

“You can’t have missed the fact that when 
politicians talk about cuts to the public sec¬ 
tor, they also talk about the importance of 
volunteers and the Special Constabulary. 

“I’ve got no problem with specials. They’re 
fully-trained, hold the office of constable 
and have the same powers of arrest, but it 
becomes an issue when they are being used 
as replacements rather than extras. 

‘You can’t run a police service as if it were 
a church bazaar. 

Olympics 

“As we approach these funding cuts we 
know we’ve got the Olympics and the 
Queen’s Jubilee coming up in 2012, and I 
think this recruitment drive is a way of get¬ 
ting people trained up in time.” 

After an initial training period, specials 
are required to carry out a minimum of 16 
hours a month and an additional monthly 
training session of two hours. 

Their duties include regular patrols with 
full-time police, tackling local problems and 
promoting health and safety. 

Mr Pointon said the lack of available jobs 
at Kent Police may put many volunteers off 
coming forward. 

He explained: “I think there’s been a long¬ 
standing tradition of specials progressing 
into the regular force, but that’s not going to 
happen for the foreseeable future. 

“I can’t see us recruiting for at least the 
next four years, and people will be put off 
because of that.” 

Kent Police will not know the full extent 
of the funding cuts until the Government 
publishes its Comprehensive Spending 
Review on October 20. 

But Assistant Chief Constable Allyn 
Thomas said the outcome would have no 


bearing on the specials recruitment drive. 

He added: “It’s not our intention to replace 
regular officers with officers from the Special 
Constabulary. 

“The specials provide valuable assistance 
and back-up to regular officers and are an 
additional resource to complement them. 

“With Kent Police currently not recruiting 
regular officers, the chance to join the Special 
Constabulary offers those who are interested 
in the police an opportunity to work alongside 
regulars to get valuable first-hand experience.”

VOLUNTEER bobbies are being 
asked to help fight crime for free 
after Kent Police revealed it may 
slash 1,500 paid jobs due to gov¬ 
ernment spending cuts. 

Last week Chief Constable Ian Learmonth 
announced that, based on an estimated 
funding reduction of £53 million over the 
next four years, the force may have no option 
but to axe 1,000 civilian and 500 police posts. 

But just days later, a recruitment drive 
was launched to encourage unpaid volun¬ 
teers to give up their spare time and join 
the county’s Special Constabulary, which

face on mental health issues

USING the universal lan¬ 
guage of theatre, a Kent 
mask and puppet company 
has successfully crossed 
cultural divides. 

In July, Tunbridge Wells-based 
company Strangeface was invited to 
perform at the 13th Mobarak 
International Puppet Theatre 
Festival in Iran. Their performance 
of dark folk tale The Last Resort, in 
which elders of a remote village are 
tempted by the Devil, was a huge hit 
and their creativity was rewarded 
with a Mobarak Award. 

“The Mobarak Awards are the 
Iranian version of Punch,” said artis¬ 
tic director Russell Dean. “Puppetry 
is a very important part of Iranian 
culture. Since the revolution, it’s 
become a means of expressing things 
that the prevailing government 
won’t allow on stage. It’s a little bit 
like in Eastern Europe under the 
communists, puppetry and anima¬ 
tion became a way of expressing dis¬ 
sent and it is the same in Iran.” 

One of the cultural barriers to per¬ 
forming in Iran is the fact that 
women are not allowed to touch men, 
which proved a problem given the 
interaction of male and female char¬ 
acters in the play. Yet Dean found 
that both the censors and the audi¬ 
ences were open-minded to the world 
of mask. 

“Mask is a little confusing anyway 
because you lose yourself in the char¬ 
acter and forget the sex,” he said. ‘We 
had to perform for the official censors 
and when it came to it, they were just 
a couple of very smiley civil servants 



and we got away with murder.” 

Strangeface was formed by Dean 
and his wife Bethan Tomlinson in 
2001 when Tomlinson, who was an 
events organiser for English 
Heritage, noticed a gap in the market 
for history-inspired performances. 
Dean had originally wanted to be a 
director, but discovered a gift for 
making masks and puppets. 

Recently, the company’s production 
of A Christmas Carol has been picked 
up by The Stables in Milton Keynes 
and the show will run there for three 
weeks over the festive period. 

For their next project, they are plan¬ 
ning to create a production inspired 
by William Hogarth’s paintings, A 
Rake’s Progress, and they are hoping 
to involve mental health projects in 
the piece. 


“The last frame of A Rake’s Progress 
ends in Bedlam and it’s a very good 
starting point to explore different atti¬ 
tudes to mental health,” Dean said. 

“It’s a natural bedfellow with mask 
work because mask changes con¬ 
sciousness very quickly and it’s a 
way of putting yourself in other peo¬ 
ple’s shoes. It’s like the stigma of 
mental health - if you put someone 
in a mask and they don’t know what 
it is and they can only go on people’s 
reactions to the mask, it’s a good way 
of demonstrating the way people 
react to those who don’t think they 
have mental health problems.” 

Strangeface is looking for partners 
in the mental health field who might 
like to get involved in the next proj¬ 
ect.

Crossing warning 


NHS trusts breaking IVF 
vows to childless couples 


CAMPAIGNERS against the proposed sell- 
off of the Dartford Crossing are to lobby 
Government. 

Liberal Democrat James Willis will lead 
delegates to Westminster on Monday and 
hand a petition to Dartford MP Gareth 
Johnson. 

Mr Willis said: “This is a reminder to 
Government pen-pushers that residents 
demand our crossing is not sold to a private 
company in the October spending review. 

“Then we can work to build on the 
progress so far and get rid of the toll barri¬ 
er congestion and pollution for good.”

Horse dyke saga 

FIRE crews were called to rescue a former 
racehorse after it fell into a water-filled 
dyke. Chief, a 16-hand gelding, was trapped 
in water up to its neck after falling into the 
dyke in Poulders Road, Sandwich, on 
Tuesday. 

The horse was sedated while crews from 
Faversham and Whitstable helped a spe¬ 
cialist animal rescue unit winch it to safety. 

Chief was unharmed and is expected to 
make a full recovery.

HEALTH trusts have failed to 
keep their promise of providing 
more than two full cycles of fertili¬ 
ty treatment to childless couples. 

In April, 2009, all three of the county’s NHS 
trusts increased the number of free cycles 
from one to two, but following an investiga¬ 
tion by a Tory MP into the availability of in 
vitro fertilisation (IVF), health chiefs vowed 
to boost cycles to three. 

In a joint statement released in August, 
2009, NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent, NHS 
West Kent and NHS Medway said: “We are 
currently working towards increasing this to 
three. In the autumn, the NHS in Kent will 
be inviting tenders to provide additional IVF 
work and this will help us work towards 
increasing the number of cycles offered.” 

But more than a year later, provision has 
remained the same. 

It involves two full cycles of IVF or intracy- 
toplasmic sperm injection (ICSI), including 
up to two frozen embryo transfers, and six 
intrauterine insemination (IUI) treatments 
where sperm is injected directly into the 
womb when the woman is most fertile. 

Nicky Bentley, associate director of special¬ 
ist commissioning at NHS South East Coast, 
said: “Any future changes to the number of 
IVF cycles offered to couples would need to be

made as part of Kent’s NHS trusts’ overall 
priorities and take into account the current 
financial circumstances.” 

Primary care trusts were recommended to 
offer three full cycles of IVF to women under 
40 by medical watchdog the National 
Institute for Health and Clinical Excellence 
(NICE) in 2004. Figures from the 
Department of Health, however, revealed last 
year that only 30 per cent were doing so. 

Twenty-three per cent were offering two 
and 47 per cent offering just one. 

Kent’s NHS trusts increased the number of 


cycles from one to two as part of the South 
East coast-wide policy on April 1,2009. 

For NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent, the 
increase saw the total number of cycles given 
to eligible couples rise from 135 in 2008-09, 
costing £356,629; to 204 in 2009-10, costing 
£688,203. Three years ago the total number of 
cycles given was 33, with a cost of £82,872. 

In west Kent, figures showed 186 cycles, at 
£715,418, for 2008-09; and 329 in 2008-09, 
totalling £1,380,555. 

Miss Bentley put the increase down to the 
number of cycles offered to couples being 
raised to two: “The trusts made a significant 
investment in IVF in 2009, as they moved 
from offering one cycle to two full cycles. 

“When the NICE guidelines were pub¬ 
lished, the Department of Health gave PCTs 
the ability to prioritise investment, with fund¬ 
ing being made available in a phased way.” 

Rules and restrictions on factors such as 
age, relationships and partners having chil¬ 
dren from a previous relationship can affect 
eligibility for IVF. 

Advice group Infertility UK said health 
trusts should use the definition as stated in 
the NICE fertility guidelines to ensure 
patients with “demonstrable” fertility prob¬ 
lems are able to access services. 

It also recommended that women aged 
between 29 and 39 should be able to access 
NHS funding for IVF.

New flight service 
to Manchester 
starts at Manston 

BUDGET airline Flybe launches its new Kent 
to Manchester service from Manston airport 
this week. 

Fares start at £24.99 one way including 
taxes and charges, with the six-day a week 
flights being operated by the fuel-efficient 
Bombardier Q400 aircraft. 

The first service from Manston left at 
12.15pm on Monday, arriving in Manchester 
an hour and 10 minutes later. 

Tom Wilson, chief executive of Manston’s 
operator Infratil Airports Europe, said: “Flybe’s 
decision to add a daily service between 
Manston and Manchester is fantastic news 
and a vote of confidence, not only in the air¬ 
port, but also in Kent as a destination.” 

Flybe currently operates 203 routes in 13 
countries and was last year used by 7.5 million 
passengers. 

The airline has also been running a service 
between Manston and Edinburgh since May. 

• An airline that has been using Manston air¬ 
port has been barred from entering British 
airspace because of serious concerns over safety. 

The Department for Transport says three 
inspections by the Civil Aviation Authority 
showed Meridian Airlines, a Ghanaian-regis¬ 
tered cargo operator based in Belgium, led it to 
conclude that the operator “lacked the ability 
to ensure the safe operation of its aircraft”. 

Two planes have now been added to an EU 
blacklist. 

Planes flown by Meridian have had fuel leaks, 
incorrectly stored and restrained luggage, miss¬ 
ing information about engine repairs, missing 
valve caps from wheels, unrecorded panel 
repairs and unserviceable smoke-detectors. 

The cargo flights that come into Manston 
regularly fly over Ramsgate.

A REBEL Tory MP refused to 
support changes to the electoral 
system after blaming Lib Dem 
leaders for the lack of a similar 
referendum on Europe. 

Rochester and Strood representative 
Mark Reckless defied the three-line whip 
and abstained from Monday’s crucial vote, 
having previously blasted Deputy Prime 
Minister Nick Clegg for his party’s reluc¬ 
tance to hold a public ballot on Britain’s 
involvement in the EU. 

Mr Reckless was the only MP in Kent to 
deliberately shun the poll, as 20 of his coun¬ 
ty colleagues said ‘yes’ to the referendum 
even though most prefer the current ‘first- 
past-the-post’ system to the alternative vote 
(AV) method being proposed. 

He said: “I previously stated to Mr Clegg 
that I could not support such a referendum 
unless the public is also allowed to vote on 
how our country is governed by Europe. 

“I’m broadly in favour of referendums, I 
just don’t think the Government should pick 


and choose ones convenient to them rather 
than what people really want.” 

Mr Reckless is close friends with outspo¬ 
ken Tory Kent MEP Daniel Hannan, who 
this week launched a campaign calling for 
an EU referendum. 

Under the AV system proposed by the 
coalition, voters rank candidates in order of 
preference. Anyone receiving more than 50 
per cent is elected, otherwise the person 
with the fewest votes is eliminated and their 
backers’ second choices allocated to those 
remaining. 

Illusion 

The only other Kent Tory who failed to 
vote on the referendum was Roger Gale 
(North Thanet), who chaired the bill at the 
select committee stage and so was not 
allowed to vote or comment on the subject. 

South Thanet MP Laura Sandys told KOS 
Media that while she would support the bill 
throughout all its stages, she was against 
any change to the current voting system. 

“For my part I believe AV is the worst of all 
worlds,” she said. “It provides the majority 
with an illusion of a second vote while in the 
main delivering very marginal parties with 
an additional bite at the electoral cherry. 

“It is also one of the very few systems that 



delivers success to the least unpopular can¬ 
didate. First-past-the-post and proportional 
representation at least reflect popularity.” 

Despite widespread criticism of the refer¬ 
endum - promised by the Conservatives as 
part of the coalition agreement - the bill was 
backed by 328 votes to 269. 

In addition to plans for a referendum, the 
Parliamentary Voting System and 
Constituencies Bill also includes proposals 
for fewer MPs and changes to constituency 
boundaries. 

Yet despite Kent’s Tories showing their 
early support for the bill, there may be prob¬ 
lems ahead unless the Government changes 
the date of the planned referendum. 

Five of the county’s MPs - Mr Reckless, 
Tracey Crouch (Chatham and Aylesford), 
Adam Holloway (Gravesham), Bob Stewart 
(Beckenham) and Michael Fallon 
(Sevenoaks) - are among more than 45 to 
have signed an Early Day Motion calling for 
it not to be held on May 5 next year. 

They believe that holding it on the same 
day as the Welsh Assembly, Scottish 
Parliament, Northern Ireland Assembly and 
some local council elections could “cloud the 
referendum debate”.

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Taxpayers ‘fund union action’

TRADE unions have been accused 
of using hundreds of thousands of 
pounds of Kent taxpayers’ money 
to fund their own political cam¬ 
paigns, writes Steve Knight. 

Figures released by the Taxpayers’ Alliance 
show that eight of the county’s public sector 
organisations paid a total of around £208,000 
last year so members of staff could carry out 
union duties. 

Ten authorities - including Kent County 
Council - did not record how much time was 
lost to union work in 2008-09, so the final 
number is likely to be significantly higher. 

Unions including Unison and the Trades 
Union Congress are considering a day of action 
against the Government spending cuts next 
month, but the Alliance said it was wrong for 
taxpayers’ money to fund such campaigns. 

Director Matthew Sinclair said: “Trade 
unions are lining up to fight vital cuts in pub¬ 
lic spending and threatening strikes that could 
cause massive disruption for ordinary families. 


“By financing their other work, taxpayers’ 
money frees up union funds for political contri¬ 
butions and expensive campaigns. 

“If big, rich, public sector unions are going to 
take an active political role, there is no way 
they should be getting taxpayers’ money.” 

The eight organisations that responded to a 
Freedom of Information Act request from the 
Alliance were NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent, 


NHS West Kent, East Kent Hospitals 
University NHS Foundation Trust, Kent and 
Medway NHS and Social Care Partnership 
Trust, Kent Fire and Rescue Service, and 
Ashford, Canterbury and Gravesham councils. 

Based on the estimated staff time lost to 
union duties, Kent and Medway Social Care 
Partnership paid the most in wages at £70,418 
- the equivalent of 2.6 full-time union reps. 


NHS Eastern and Coastal paid £58,230 
while Kent Fire paid £37,375. 

David Lloyd - secretary for the Kent branch 
of Unison - said taxpayers’ cash was put to 
good use on behalf of public services. 

“We think it’s unfair to suggest we’re wast¬ 
ing people’s money because actually we’re pro¬ 
tecting the public from cuts,” he said. 

“The organisations have to consult with us by 
law. Our representatives need the time to do 
their work, but many do it around their jobs. 

Litigation 

“Using us can reduce the risk of employees 
taking expensive litigation against the 
employer, thus saving taxpayers thousands. 

Hazel Carpenter - director of workforce and 
organisation development at NHS Eastern 
and Coastal said: “NHS Eastern and Coastal 
has formal relationships with a number of 
unions recognised by the NHS. 

“We provide reasonable facilities through 
salary support to enable appropriate union 
involvement in the business of the primary 
care trust on behalf of its members.” 


Trade unions prepare for a 
week of action against cuts 


TRADE unions are gearing up to fight the 
Government’s public sector spending cuts, 
writes Marijke Cox. 

Brendan Barber, Trade Union Congress 
(TUC) general secretary, said planned grass¬ 
roots protests could mirror those sparked by 
Margaret Thatcher’s poll tax in 1990. 

The action will form part of the battle 
against government proposals to cut national 
public service expenditure by £83 billion - 
details of which will be announced in the 
Comprehensive Spending Review next month. 

Every coalition MP with a small majority 
will be lobbied and a week of ‘discontent’ is 
planned for October 18-23, which could 
include industrial action. 

Kent trade union councils are rallying 
members to prepare for the week of activities. 


On October 20 - the day Chancellor George 
Osborne is due to announce details of 
autumn’s Comprehensive Spending Review 
- there will be a national day of action. 

Mike Sargent, secretary of the Dover 
District Trades Council said Kent must have 
a voice. 

“We represent thousands of union mem¬ 
bers across the region,” he said. “We are a 
small group of activists trying to raise local 
issues and make a difference.” 

Mr Sargent said there was no opposition in 
the county due to the lack of Labour MPs 
and so it was down to the trade unions to 
fight against the coalition’s cuts. 

Megan Dobney, South East Regional TUC 
secretary, said: “We are expecting to lose 1.3 
million jobs, so action needs to be taken.” 
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Join the fight for Gurkhas 


THE founder of the Gurkha 
Justice Campaign has started a 
new battle on behalf of the loyal 
brigade by urging people to fight 
against potential Government 
cuts, writes Marijke Cox. 

Peter Carroll, who won equal settlement 
rights for retired Nepalese soldiers last year 
with help from actress Joanna Lumley, has 
launched the Save the Gurkha campaign. 

It follows concerns the 3,500-strong brigade 
could be axed in a bid to save 10-20 per cent 
from the Ministiy of Defence’s £36.9bn budget. 

Tory MP and former army officer Patrick 
Mercer said the Gurkhas would be the first to 
go, claiming they were “not so cheap” since 
winning the high-profile rights campaign. 

The MoD, however, dismissed the claims. 

Shomcliffe Barracks in Folkestone is home 


to the 2nd Battalion The Royal Gurkha 
Rifles, while almost half the soldiers from the 
Maidstone-based 36 Engineers Regiment are 
Queen’s Gurkha Engineers. 

Mr Carroll, a Lib Dem Shepway district 
councillor, has launched a petition. 

He said: “Gurkhas are not second class citi¬ 
zens - they are special and loyal and have 
fought for this country for almost 200 years. 

“It would be a devastating blow to the 
Gurkha community and to the economy in 
east Kent if the cuts did happen. 

Petition 

“It’s still early days and no decision has 
been made by Government, but I want thou¬ 
sands of people to get involved. The Gurkha 
Justice Campaign showed me that when peo¬ 
ple join together to fight for something, they 
can make a difference. 

“Although it’s still early days, I’m hoping I 


can get enough support before a decision is 
made by Government so it can be deflected.” 

More than 200,000 Gurkhas - whose motto 
is ‘better to die than be a coward’ - fought in 
the two world wars for the British Army, with 
43,000 losing their lives. 

The victorious Gurkha Justice Campaign 
began in 2004 when Mr Carroll was 
approached by four veterans facing deporta¬ 
tion. Back then no former Gurkha had a legal 
right to live in the UK after completing his 
military service, but within three years the 
Government had introduced a new policy 
that allowed those who retired after 1997 to 
settle in the country. Older veterans were left 
out until the victorious campaign in 2009. 

Mr Carroll now wants the same public sup¬ 
port the earlier campaign gathered. 

“I want people to tell their friends and fam¬ 
ily to sign the petition and try to get as many 
people involved,” he said.

Ex-Gurkha Dhan Gurung, from Folke¬ 
stone, who fought in the British Army for 
nearly 20 years before retiring in 2004, said 
the Gurkha community in Kent had been 
strongly affected by news of the possible cuts. 

“They are worried for their family and chil¬ 
dren and for those working on the frontline it 
has affected their morale,” he said. 

“Cutting the Gurkhas would mean losing 
the bravest and most loyal soldiers in the 
world for ever.”

ONE is the fastest land animal, 
another a contender for the fastest 
creature on Earth. 

But when put to the test against one of 
Britain’s fastest female rally car drivers, the 
question on everyone’s lips was could nature’s 
quickest beat a motoring machine. 

Bomani the cheetah, Atom the peregrine fal¬ 
con, Nelson the marshal eagle and Louise 
Cook in her Fiesta ST all took to the start¬ 
ing line last Sunday at Eagle Heights 
Wildlife Park in Eynsford, near Dartford, to 
see who could be the ultimate speed demon. 

With cheetahs known to reach speeds of 
up to 70mph in three seconds and pere¬ 
grine falcons having been recorded at 
240mph, it was anyone’s guess which one 
would cross the finish line in the quickest 
time. 

But Bomani stormed to victory, pipping 
the 23-year-old racing driver to the post by 
completing the 100 metre course in just 7.5 
seconds. 

Miss Cook, from Maidstone, came a close 
second in eight seconds, the falcon in 8.4 
seconds and the eagle in 18.3 seconds after 
veering off course. 

Jonny Ames, head keeper at the wildlife 
park, said: “Nobody knew what the outcome 
would be. 

“Cheetahs are the fastest land animals 
and peregrine falcons the fastest creature, 
but you never know how animals are going 
to perform. 

“Louise did the course about nine times, 
but the cheetah and the falcon did it just 
the one time. They run once for their food 
and then they can’t be bothered after that.” 

Some 600 people turned up to the event 
and fundraising took place raising £500 for 
the Cheetah Conservation Fund based in 
Namibia.

Eastern and CoastaI Kent 
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MP ‘shocked’ at 
tax bill blunders 

CONSERVATIVE MP Michael Fallon has 
described the computer blunder that has left 
1.4 million people facing under-paid tax bills 
as “pretty shocking”. 

The Tory representative for Sevenoaks, who is 
also a member of the Treasury Select 
Committee, says the gaffe has exposed the anti¬ 
quated nature of Britain’s tax collection system. 

The coding blunders, which resulted in some 
people paying too much tax and others too lit¬ 
tle, were discovered by a new £400 million 
super-computer installed to replace a dozen 
regional systems. 

As a result more than four million workers 
could be in line for a windfall averaging about 
£400 from the taxman - but another 1.4 mil¬ 
lion people could be sent unwelcome demands 
for unpaid tax, averaging about £1,400. 

Mr Fallon, 58, said people should carefully 
check the bills before agreeing to pay. 

He said: “It is pretty shocking. It’s a rather 
familiar story isn’t it? We have a vast comput¬ 
er system that came in two years late, which 
is not doing what it should be doing. 

“I think there is a cultural problem. This is a 
very, very old system which looks at people’s 
earnings in the previous year and tries to 
apply coded taxing to them. 

“But lots of people now have different ways 
of earning, which is why ministers have put 
out for consultation a new way of calculating 
earnings for tax. The problem is that people will 
not have set money aside for this and this is 
particular problem for those on low incomes.”

Church’s on-air appeal 

Bishops use radio advert to get worship p ers on pews

CHURCH leaders will deliver a 
sermon from the airwaves in an 
attempt to lure worshippers back 
to Sunday service. 

Attendances in Kent have shown a grad¬ 
ual decline over the last five years, prompt¬ 
ing the dioceses of Rochester and 
Canterbury to fork out for a new publicity 
campaign to be broadcast on Heart FM. 

The advert is aimed at promoting Back to 
Church Sunday on September 26, when for¬ 
mer parishioners will be asked to follow in 
the footsteps of the Prodigal Son and return 
to the Christian fold. 

Bishop of Dover Trevor Willmott said: 
“The Church of England doesn’t live for 
itself. It’s committed to encouraging the 
growth of a community and has some things 
to say about humanity that it believes peo¬ 
ple will be interested to hear. 

“Unfortunately today we live in a society 
where an increasing number of people have

never left the Church because they were 
never there in the first place, but of course 
there are others who have decided it has 
become distant from their lives. 

“There is more to church life than simply 
worship. It provides people with friendship 
and the chance to enjoy people’s company, as 
well as the opportunity to carry out volun¬ 
tary work for the good of the community.” 

According to Bishop Willmott, about 
13,300 people attended an average Sunday 
service throughout the Canterbury diocese 
in 2008 compared to 13,600 in 2005. 


However, the number attending church on 
weekdays has experienced a small increase. 

“There is a lot more pressure on people’s 
time these days,” said Bishop Trevor. “People 
work more hours and are often too tired on 
a Sunday to go to church, while others 
would rather play football or cricket. 

“The Church has to come to terms with 
that and come up with new ways to draw 
people back in.” 

Back to Church Sunday is being support¬ 
ed by about 220 Anglican churches in Kent 
alongside those from other denominations. 

In addition to the radio advertising - cre¬ 
ated by Whistling Frog Productions - 
church members will also be mailing out 
personal invitations to their friends. 

Whistling Frog spokesman Colin Lowther 
said: “Radio is a one-to-one medium even 
though it’s not face-to-face, so the idea of an 
on-air invitation can still work well. 

‘With a national event such as Back to 
Church Sunday, it makes sense to use a 30- 
second advert to raise awareness of a single 
day that could change listeners’ lives forever.”

Jailed for Securitas stash 


A MAN has been jailed for 15 
months for hiding some of the 
loot stolen during the £53 million 
Tonbridge robbery. 

John Jeeves, 36, of Jenningtree 
Way, Belvedere, south-east 
London, had stashed £103,000 at 
an address in Greenwich. 

A court heard that some of this 
money was linked to the raid on 
the Securitas depot in Tonbridge 
in February, 2006. 

Jeeves was jailed at the Old 


Bailey in London after pleading 
guilty to a single charge of con¬ 
cealing criminal property. 

Company director Ian Bowrem, 
46, of Higher Metcombe, near 
Ottery St Mary in Devon, admit¬ 
ted concealing criminal property 
from the Securitas heist during a 
hearing at Maidstone Crown 
Court last month. He will be sen¬ 
tenced at a later date. 

Police have so far recovered 
£21 million of the missing cash. 


A WORLD War Two destroyer 
now standing as a memorial to 
the 11,000 sailors lost at sea has 
won a prestigious National 
Lottery award. 

HMS Cavalier, which was 
restored at the Historic 
Dockyard, Chatham, won the 
vote for best educational project 
at a ceremony broadcast on BBC 
One last Saturday. 

The team behind the warship 
picked up a £2,000 prize to add to 
the £1.5 million funding already 
provided by the Lottery for its 
repairs.

‘Flawed’ special needs 
scheme facing the axe

A PROBLEMATIC scheme aimed 
at integrating special needs chil¬ 
dren into mainstream schools is on 
course to be scrapped. 

A report due for discussion at a Kent County 
Council cabinet meeting on Monday will lay 
out the problems created by the Lead School 
project, which was first rolled out in parts of 
the county in 2008. 

The pilot, branded “confusing” by parents and 
education experts, looked at whether Kent could 
phase out specialist units for children with spe¬ 
cial educational needs (SEN) and instead allo¬ 
cate them places at mainstream schools. 

These schools would be given specialist out¬ 
reach help from a ‘lead school’ in the area 
aimed at six need types: autism, hearing and 
visual impairment, physical difficulties, 
speech, language and communication needs, 
and specific learning difficulties. 

But ongoing confusion over the review by 
parents, education officials and schools, as well 
as concerns over sufficient provision for chil¬ 
dren with severe complex needs, has led to rec¬ 
ommendations for the pilot to be stopped. 


County Hall’s specialist children’s services 
department has advised councillors in the 
report to stop the first phase of the pilot, which 
ran in Ashford, Shepway, Dartford, 
Gravesham and Swanley, by March, 2011. 

And phase two, which would see the scheme 
rolled out across the whole county, could be 
axed altogether if members vote to follow the 
recommendations at Monday’s meeting. 

Misguided 

Gravesend-based independent education 
adviser Peter Read was pleased the “misguid¬ 
ed and confusing” pilot was set to be axed. 

He had predicted there would be significant 
problems, including pressures on mainstream 
teachers faced with an increasing range of spe¬ 
cial needs in the classroom, as well as integra¬ 
tion problems for children with severe needs. 

“This pilot is flawed in so many ways,” he 
said. “I think it came from an ideological drive 


to place children with SEN into mainstream 
schools following the discredited Baroness 
Wamock policy, which she recognised was a 
mistake in its first year. There needs to be an 
integrated policy which looks at what each 
child requires. Every child is different and 
there can’t be a set model for each case.” 

Mr Read said another concern with the pilot 
was the lack of communication between KCC, 
parents and head teachers, which led to confu¬ 
sion over specialist unit placements. 

“With KCC there was a big problem with 
communication and this is stated in the 
report,” he said. 

“They vehemently denied specialist units 
were closing and denied they had stopped tak¬ 
ing on students, but parents had been led to 
believe they couldn’t apply for a place.” 

In June, KOS Media reported that Rosalind 
Turner, managing director of children, fami¬ 
lies and education, had issued an apology for 


the “misunderstanding” where teachers and 
parents were led to believe units were closing. 

But despite this, the interim policy pub¬ 
lished on KCC’s website still states: “There 
will be no new admissions to the units but all 
children and young people currently in them 
will remain there until they are due to leave or 
until a review of the statement of SEN deter¬ 
mines their placement should change.” 

Mr Read said: “The intake for units has 
dropped considerably because people thought 
they couldn’t apply for a place, only to find out 
they could. Some units have been terminally 
affected by the lack of intake.” 

Criticised 

Another problem cited in the KCC report 
was that one educational model did not fit all 
SEN types. It states: “There needs to be a con¬ 
tinuum of provision available for each SEN 
dimension need type that includes specialist 
provision within mainstream schools.” 

It claimed there also needed to be clarity in 
terms of outreach services. Mr Read criticised 
the report for not mentioning the SMILE proj¬ 
ect which runs in Kent and has successfully 
provided outreach in schools separately as the 
pilot was ongoing. He said: “Why did they need 
to set up lead schools when this was available? 

“There needs to be a unified SEN policy 
which will cater for all different needs.” 




Park’s delight at 
two rare arrivals 

TWO rare clouded leopards have been born at 
Port Lympne Wild Animal Park, near Hythe. The 
cubs join mum and dad, Thyto and Aston, and 
her sister, Phaya, writes Frank Stannard. 

Their gender is yet to be identified, but at just 
three weeks old the cubs have been caught on 
camera by keeper Neville Buck. 

He said: “We’re really pleased with the birth of 
Thyto’s fourth litter, it’s an important step in 
conserving this beautiful and elusive species. 

“I was able to check the pair and take photos 


when Thyto was feeding. They should start to 
explore the outside world at about six weeks.” 

The clouded leopard is the smallest of the big 
cats and native to the tropical forests of South¬ 


east Asia. The population is declining rapidly 
and it is estimated that fewer than 10,000 
remain. The species is threatened by the hunt¬ 
ing and deforestation.

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Post sorting jobs 
are under threat 

UP TO 400 postal workers could lose their 
jobs in a huge Royal Mail shake up across 
the county. 

New plans for a ‘super sorting station’ in 
Medway would also mean closure of 
Maidstone’s post depot. 

Staff at the Sandling Road office would 
see their jobs either cut completely or 
moved to the new station within 18 months. 

Royal Mail spokesman Akudo Ike, 
believes the county will benefit from closing 
depots at Canterbury, Dartford, Tonbridge 
and Maidstone, to form one Kent mail cen¬ 
tre by spring 2012. 

He said: “These are all more than 25 
years old and do not have space for the lat¬ 
est mail sorting machinery in which Royal 
Mail is investing to modernise its business. 

“This means changes for people as we 
anticipate around 400 fewer jobs will be 
required - from a total of 3,710 employees 
- but our intention is always to make 
changes without recourse to compulsory 
redundancies.” 

The new mega mail centre would be built 
at the former Tesco distribution warehouse 
site near Norman Close in Strood, which 
currently lies derelict. 

Communication Workers Union branch 
manager Dave Banbury said: “Obviously 
our workers are concerned about their jobs 
and what jobs there will be at the new site.”

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Schools library 
service is axed 
by Comity Hall 

THE decision to shut its school library service 
has been defended by Kent County Council. 

The service was based in Kings Hill, West 
Mailing, and schools miles away had to send 
someone to collect the books needed and then 
return them. 

Under a new ticket scheme, school staff can 
visit their local library to borrow an allocation 
of books. 

Janet Davies, family and lifelong learning 
services manager at KCC, said: ‘We continual¬ 
ly work to improve access to our services. 

“From this month we will be offering free 
loans to all Kent schools through our libraries 
countywide under the new school ticket sys¬ 
tem. We want all schools to be able to benefit 
from access to high quality library books. 

Replacement 

“This new system will replace the Kent 
Schools Library Advisory Service, which many 
schools found difficult to access. 

“Schools will now be able to borrow up to 100 
books from any public library in Kent, so it will 
be easier for them to access a wider range of 
titles. The new service allows staff from the 
school to come in and borrow books from their 
local library, or for classes to come in and 
choose their own. 

“Multiple copies of a book can also be made 
available by reserving in advance. In addition 
to providing books, we are continuing to sup¬ 
port schools with class visits, homework clubs, 
reading groups and a range of activities and 
events,” she added. 

• Cambridgeshire closed its schools library 
service earlier this year and Oxfordshire’s was 
shut several years ago. 


The Omen’s original ‘devil-child’ puts home on the market 


OF ALL the estate agents a 'devil- 
child’ could choose to sell their 
home, The Omen actor Harvey 
Stephens had to pick Proctors - 
whose phone number ends in 666, 
writes Chris Murphy. 

The number of the beast is a complete coin¬ 
cidence, of course, but when KOS Media 
points this out to Harvey, who played 
Damien in the horror movie, he couldn’t help 
but be amused by it.

vicar, and his parents, as well as decapitating 
researcher David Warner with a plate-glass 
window. Harvey also appeared in the 2006 
remake as a tabloid reporter. It was released 
on June 6 - making the date 6/6/06. 

Harvey said: “Not many people talk about 
the film any more. I know it’s a classic, but 
it’s all a long time ago now and in the past.”

another film when he missed an airbag 
jumping from a building. He later said he 
felt a ghostly push sending him off course. 
And the man who designed the beheading 
scene was later involved in a car crash 
where his wife was hurt by flying glass.

AN OVERHAUL of the “out of 
control” immigration system will 
see tighter restrictions on the 
tens of thousands of students 
coming to Britain, says immi¬ 
gration minister Damian Green. 

In his first key speech since the coalition 
Government took over from Labour, the 
Ashford MP stressed the need to take con¬ 
trol of the influx of students coming from 
overseas. Figures published by the Home 
Office this week revealed 20 per cent of 
foreign students were still in the UK five 
years after being granted visas. 

Last year, 288,000 oversees non-EU stu¬ 
dents were given visas to study. 

“If we continue to have a fifth of each 
cohort of students staying long term we 
will have very high net migration numbers 
indeed,” said Mr Green. 

Bogus 

He told KOS Media some used the stu¬ 
dent visa as a way of getting into the UK, 
while others were encouraged by bogus col¬ 
leges. “What I want is to make sure every 
student who comes here is legitimate and 
doing a legitimate course,” he said. 

“What we’ve seen in the past few years is 
an upsurge in student numbers and yet 
Home Office research published this week 
shows only half are doing degree studies. 

“Most people think foreign students 
come here to attend top universities, and 
of course these are the students we want 
to attract. 

“But the real picture of the parts of 
Britain’s education system that attract for¬ 
eign students is much more varied, includ¬ 
ing private vocational colleges and inde¬ 
pendent schools. 


Foreign students 
targeted to slash 
migrant numbers 



“The foreign students attending various 
establishments may or may not be the bright¬ 
est and the best. The next step is to look care¬ 
fully at whether the course is offering students 
a proper qualification and whether the stu¬ 
dents are coming here to study long-term or 
just as a way of coming to this country.” 

Mr Green said there had been a surge in the 
number of institutions opening in recent 


years. “I’m not talking about universities,” 
he said, “new colleges are being set up, espe¬ 
cially for overseas students. Some of them 
are legitimate, but not all. We had some stu¬ 
dents from Libya who turned up to go to col¬ 
lege and they found it was just a scam.” 

Mr Green said 70 fake colleges had been 
identified, where students pay money, turn 
up and are given a certificate of qualifica¬ 
tion on their first day. 

“The whole immigration system - not just 
foreign students - was out of control under 
Labour,” he said. ‘We need to get levels of 
immigration down and ensure overseas stu¬ 
dents really are here to study and will 
return to their country of origin at the end. 

We need to understand why a significant 
proportion of students are still here more 
than five years after their arrival. 

We also need a system which can scruti¬ 
nise effectively and, if necessary, take action 
against those whose long-term presence 
would be of little or no economic benefit.” 

Mr Green said he understands the UK is 
the best place to learn English - with Kent 
in particular offering a large number of lan¬ 
guage schools - but he stressed that those 
who study in this country should play by the 
rules and leave when visas expire.

NIGEL Farage says he will 
reshape Ukip’s management struc¬ 
ture if members allow him to lead 
the party for a second time. 

The 46-year-old Sevenoaks resident only 
quit the role 12 months ago but is hankering 
for a return after the unexpected resignation 
of his successor, Lord Pearson. 

When Mr Farage first stepped down as Ukip 
leader he told members it was because it was 
too difficult to manage the party as well as 
serve as an MEP for the 
South East. However, he 
told KOS Media this 
week he had found a 
solution for the problem. 

“I was just over¬ 
whelmed the first 
time round,” said Mr 
Farage. “It was just 
too much for one per¬ 
son to bear and intol¬ 
erable. It still is a 
huge burden, but IVe 
thrown my hat in the 
ring with the inten¬ 
tion to do things dif¬ 
ferently if I get the 
job again. 

“I’ve learned that you can’t really be a 
leader and a manager at the same time, so 
I would being in a chief executive and a 
team of professionals to run things while I 
focused on the media and publicity side. 


• NIGEL Farage has added his name to the 
growing list of people opposed to the 
planned privatisation of the Port of Dover. 

The UKIP leadership hopeful said the 
port was one of the country’s key strategic 
assets and must be protected at all costs. 

He added: “If whoever buys the port has 
a couple of bad years, then what’s to stop 
them closing it down? That would be dis¬ 
astrous for the country.” 



“I’ve agonised over this decision. 
Politically, there are huge opportunities for 
Ukip, especially as the policies of the three 
main parties have virtually merged into 
one. I’ve done the job before, I know what’s 
needed and I believe I’ve had a reasonable 
amount of success in the role. 

“I never intended to come back after one 
year, but I feel this is what I have to do.” 

Mr Farage was one of the founding mem¬ 
bers of the UK Independence Party in 1993 
and led the party from 2006 until 
September, 2009. 

Another reason for his resignation was to 
devote more time to standing against 
House of Commons Speaker John Bercow 
in May’s General Election - a decision 
which almost cost Mr Farage his life when 
the plane he was in crashed on polling day. 

The accident left the former Bromley 
schoolboy with serious back injuries that 
continue to plague him, and which could 
have put paid to his leadership plans. 

Mr Farage said: “Two or three of my ver¬ 
tebrae are damaged and will probably 
never be the same, but in the week before

Rising dangers of 
flooding tackled by 
emergency services 


IN THE wake of a spring tide bar¬ 
rier exercise at a coastal town 
comes an exhibition on how to 
cope with river flooding further 
inland, writes Chris Murphy. 

The Environment Agency ran its annual 
operation in Sandwich, where workers 
scrambled to install a temporary ‘wall’ to pro¬ 
tect the town from rising water. 

The wall is known as a ‘demountable flood 
defence’ and the exercise was timed to coin¬ 
cide with a three-metre spring tide at 
Sandwich Quay. 

The exercise involved 12 members of the 
agency’s Lower Stour incident response team 
deploying more than 170 metres of portable 
flood defences. The agency said the tempo¬ 
rary protection was designed to reduce flood 
risk until permanent defences were built. 

A strategy plan has already identified sev¬ 
eral options for managing coastal flooding 
and erosion between Pegwell Bay and 
Kingsdown, south of Deal. 

It also looks at tidal flooding from the River 
Stour in the Sandwich area. 

Subject to approval, Sandwich will be pro¬ 
tected from tidal flooding using a storage 
reservoir at Broadsalts, which has added 
benefit of potentially creating a nature 
reserve. Coastal defences will also be 
strengthened between Sandwich and Deal. 

Paul Marshall, leader of the response team, 


said: “In recent years we have made solid 
progress protecting communities in Kent 
from flooding, but our coastline is going to 
come under increasing pressure. Climate 
change will increase the likelihood of flooding 
in future, but we can all prepare for it.” 

Meanwhile, Kent Fire and Rescue Service 
and Yalding Parish Council are holding an 
event to help homeowners and businesses 
cope with flooding. 

Paul Ramsden, manager at Tonbridge fire 
station, said: “The main aims are to show res¬ 
idents how they can plan for and deal with 
flooding and its aftermath, in order to try to 
reduce the potentially catastrophic results of 
incidents of this nature. 

Worry 

“It is essential that home and business 
owners equip themselves with the knowl¬ 
edge of what could happen during a flood and 
we hope this event will go some way towards 
achieving this.” 

Mark Douch, flood risk manager for Kent, 
said: “Taking a few simple steps to protect 
your home and family from flooding, just as 
you would for burglary or fire, could save 
thousands of pounds and months of worry.”

Thanks a million: 

Crime does p ay - 
for extra policing

MORE than £1 million recovered 
from conmen, drug dealers and 
thieves is being pumped back into 
policing in Kent. 

Kent Police are one of the top forces nation¬ 
ally for utilising the Proceeds of Crime Act, 
having already clawed back £2.2 million for 
the national coffers so far this financial year. 

Half of the cash, which represents 17 per 
cent of the £12.4m total recovered nationally, 
will now be handed back to the county to 
spend on local policing. 

Justice 

Det Insp Mark Fairhurst, of Kent Police’s 
serious economic crime unit, said: “Forces 
have the additional tool of the Proceeds of 
Crime Act to recover profits from crime - 
even if that person has not been convicted. 

“The power of the legislation that sits 
behind this ensures criminals leave the jus¬ 
tice system without benefiting from the 
crimes they commit. 

“Not only is ‘crime doesn’t pay 7 an effective 
message, but the money taken from the 
criminal is then used to support policing in 
disrupting further criminality.” 


Last year, Kent Police received more than 
£700,000 from the Home Office’s asset recov¬ 
ery incentivisation scheme (Aris), which is 
used to return money to forces that have suc¬ 
cessfully applied through the courts for the 
proceeds of crime to be paid back. 

The largest seizure of assets in Kent was 
in December last year when Chatham resi¬ 
dent Guarcharan Singh was ordered to pay 
back £3.2m earned through the sale of coun¬ 
terfeit goods. 

Other examples include the seizure of 
£632,400 believed to have been raised 
through drugs crimes - about £500,000 of 
which was found hidden inside the defen¬ 
dant’s toilet in Rochester - and the forfeiture 
of £1.4m discovered in the back of a van at 
the Port of Dover. 

Money the Home Office does not return to 
the forces is deposited in a central govern¬ 
ment fund, with the additional Community 
Cashback scheme giving local people a 
choice in how criminal assets are spent in 
fighting crime and anti-social behaviour in 
their communities. 

Examples in Kent include Teenspace in 
Deal, the Quartet community allotment in 
Margate, and the Sherwood after-school club 
in Tunbridge Wells.

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Unique Nazi bomber found 


Secret location of rare enemy warplane revealed 


A WARTIME enthusiast has 
revealed the moment he and a 
team of divers uncovered the 
secret location of a rare German 
bomber 70 years after it was 
shot down during the Battle of 
Britain, writes Marijke Cox. 

The Domier 17, which is the only one 
known to still exist, was identified on the 
Goodwin Sands off the coast of Deal by pen¬ 
sioner John Franklin, two years after it was 
first found by the RAF. 

Its location had been kept a guarded secret 
by the RAF to keep looters at bay, until it 
was ready to be raised from the seabed. 

But Gravesend resident Mr Franklin, who 
is a member of the Blenheim Society, was 
directed to the site in April by enthusi¬ 
asts believing the wreck to be a 
Blenheim bomber from World War Two. 

But a dive team discovered it was the 
unique Domier 17, known as the ‘Flying 
Pencil’ due to its sleek design. 

Mr Franklin was contacted by the RAF 
and he kept the discovery a secret. 

But the RAF has now announced the 
bomber, which was found lying on its 
roof, will be brought up and displayed in 
its museum in London as part of the 
Battle of Britain Beacon exhibition. 

Mr Franklin said: “This is the first time 
I’ve really been able to talk about it. 

“In April I was sent a map showing 
what was thought to be a Blenheim 
bomber on the Goodwin Sands. 

“I set up a dive team in Folkestone and 
after going down there I knew it wasn’t a 
Blenheim from the differences in the tail 
and fuselage. 

“We were very excited about the find.” 

The Domier was part of a large enemy 
formation intercepted above Deal by 
RAF fighter aircraft on August 26,1940. 



The German planes were trying to launch flown by Flight Sergeant Willi Effmert, 
an attack on airfields in Essex. attempted a landing on the Goodwin Sands. 

During the interception, one of the Domiers, He touched down safely but was captured 


along with another crew member to become 
prisoners of war in Canada. 

The aircraft sank on the Goodwin Sands. 

Air Vice-Marshal Peter Dye, director gen¬ 
eral of the RAF Museum, said its discovery 
is of national and international importance. 

“The aircraft is a unique and unprecedent¬ 
ed survivor of the Battle of Britain,” he said. 

“It is particularly significant because, as a 
bomber, it formed the heart of the Luftwaffe 
assault and the subsequent Blitz. 

“The Domier will provide an evocative and 
moving exhibit that will allow the museum 
to present the wider story of the Battle of 
Britain and highlight the sacrifices made by 
the young men of both air forces and from 
many nations.” 

The RAF Museum is working with English 
Heritage and Wessex Archaeology to survey 
the wreck site. 

A recovery plan is being drawn up to pro¬ 
tect the aircraft from further damage. 


African Olympic 
officials in town 

DELEGATES from Uganda’s Olympic com¬ 
mittee have visited Ashford to see if it would 
make a suitable base for the 2012 Games. 

Ashford has four approved pre-games 
training camps - the Julie Rose Stadium, 
the Stour Centre, Great Chart Golf Club, 
and Chilham Park. 

It also boasts the high-speed train connec¬ 
tions to the Olympic Park - just 30 minutes 
from Ashford International. 

Cllr Paul Bartlett said: “Competing coun¬ 
tries for 2012 will be looking for suitable 
training facilities, a range of accommoda¬ 
tion, good transport links to London and 
leisure facilities. 

“Obviously, Ashford has a great deal going 
for it in this respect.” 

Architects build 
up award hopes 

FOUR Kent architects have been shortlist¬ 
ed for the Downland Prize 2010, awarded by 
the Royal Institute of British Architects’ for 
buildings in the South East that cost less 
than £1.5 million. 

The shortlisted architects are Guy 
Hollaway of Guy Hollaway Architects in 
Hythe; James Robson and Biyn Warlow of 
Hazle McCormack Young in Tunbridge Wells; 
and Shane Jell of Sub Rosa Architecture in 
Gravesend.

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Memorabilia owned by historic World War Two hero to go under the hammer at Kent auction

RARE Dambusters memorabilia 
is set to go under the auctioneer’s 
hammer and could fetch massive 
prices. 

Among them is a book about the raid, 
owned by Flying Officer Brian Goodale of the 
famed 617 Squadron. 

It is signed by many of those who flew 
against German dams armed with the 
incredible bouncing bombs, which were 
developed off the Kent coast at Reculver. 

Goodale, known as Concave, was the only 
wireless operator to be awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Cross and bar during 
World War Two. 

He was a member of the AJ-L Leather crew 
and survived the first wave of attacks on the 
Eder dam. 

After the war he became a salesman, went 
to Northern Ireland and stayed at the 
Devonshire Hotel. 

One night he vanished, leaving behind his 
belongings and an unpaid bill. 

The next time he was heard of was when 
he died in Cambridge Hospital in 1977. 

Now 42 years later that hotel room debt is 
set to be repaid in full thanks to an amazing 
coincidence for one Kent woman. 

Among the books to be offered in the two- 
day sale at the Canterbury Auction Galleries 
is Goodale’s copy of The Dam Busters by 
Paul Brickhill, made immortal when director 
Michael Anderson used it as he basis for his 
1955 film starring Richard Todd. 

Heroes 

The book is all the more special because it 
was signed by most of the heroes involved in 
the daring raids on the German Ruhr dams, 
including bouncing bomb inventor Barnes 
Wallis and air ace Johnnie Johnson. 

Vanessa Farnham, 58, now lives in 
Whitstable. She remembers the tall, cultured 
Goodale staying at her parents’ hotel. 

She said: 'We had a hotel in Newtownards, 
near Belfast, and he lodged with my parents 
on a weekly basis. He went home one week¬ 
end but never returned, leaving the bill 
unpaid. 

“He left all his belongings and clothes 
behind and his signed book, which just went 
on to the hotel bookshelf. 

‘When the book was launched in 1951, there 
was a huge get-together of all the men and the 
books were passed around so they could each 
have their own autographed copies. 

“Everyone with a picture plate in the book 
signed his copy except for Guy Gibson, who 
was killed later in the war. Leonard Cheshire 
signed it because he was there as Gibson’s 
successor as squadron commander.

“We were watching the Antiques 
Roadshow and someone had a copy of the 
book and I turned to my husband and said 
‘I’ve got one of those’. 

“Then I heard that the BBC show Flog It! 
was coming to Heme Bay, so I took it along. 
Until then I didn’t realise its significance.” 

The book has been given a tentative value 
of up to £800, but could go for even more if a 
true Dambusters collector is in the crowd. 

Kent airfields became known as Helffire 
Comer during the Battle of Britain because 
they were priority targets for the Luftwaffe. 

Also on sale is an extensive collection of 


original photographs of the action, amassed by 
the late Roy Humphreys, a longstanding mem¬ 
ber of the Kent Aviation and Historical Society 
and a foremost authority on the subject. 

He wrote several books, including Dover 
at War, and Deal at War, before he died in 
2007 aged 80. 

Damage 

His collection includes an unbound proof 
copy of his book Dover Patrol 1914-18, 
plus dozens of rare photographs of the 
damage inflicted on Thanet, Folkestone 
and Dover. 

His widow, Hilda, 87, who lives in Hawkinge, 
near Folkestone, has put them up for sale. 

Ironically, Hawkinge is the home of the 
Kent Battle of Britain Museum, and also a 
key airfield vital to the RAF’s war effort. 


Robin Brooks, a fellow author, member of 
the Kent Aviation Society and friend the 
Humphreys said: “I’ve never seen another 
collection of aviation pictures as comprehen¬ 
sive as this. It is a remarkable body of work 
which deserves to be preserved for future 
generations.” 

The collection will be sold in three lots with 
estimates of up to £200 each. 

There are other key Kent lots, too. A 
Ramsgate collector of old sports photographs 
is putting up his stock for sale. They include 
shots of Muhammad Ali, George Foreman, 
and Joe Frazier from the world of boxing. 

And iconic pictures of Twiggy, which were 
spotted and launched her career, also go 
under the hammer. 

The Canterbury Auction Galleries sale is on 
Tuesday and Wednesday, September 14-15.

THERE IS AN ALTERNATIVE 


Meaningful change and real democratic choice will require a fairer voting sytem than 
the AV offered under the referendum bill, says STEVE DAWE of Kent Green Party 


S DEMOCRACY about choice, or is 
I it about voting for the party that 
does not happen to be in Govern- 
I ment at present? 

Given the strong similarities between the three 
major parties, voters may be entitled to wonder 
how they might get a real choice - between parties 
that are genuinely rather than just rhetorically 
different from each other. 

There is the glimmer of a possibility of change in 
Parliament at the moment. Voters may get the 
chance to vote on a change to the 
Westminster electoral system if a bill cur¬ 
rently moving through Parliament is 
passed. The proposed referendum 
would give voters the choice between 
the existing ‘first past the post’ elec¬ 
toral system and the alternative 
vote (AV) system, as used in 
Australia. 

The key difference between the 
two is that voters rank candidates 
in order of preference (first, second, 
third etc). A candidate must get 
more than 50 per cent of the vote in 
the constituency to win. 

If not, the second preferences are 
taken into account and the second placed 
candidate and the first have a second round, 
in which a second placed candidate can defeat the 
first placed one if the voters have indicated by 
their preferences that this is what they want. 

This is no more difficult for the voter than the 
existing system, but does not deliver a proportion¬ 
al result. By this I mean it does not provide a 
result in line with how people actually voted 
across the country. A proportional result would be 
one in which 10 or 20 or 30 per cent of the UK vote 
delivered 10 or 20 or 30 per cent of the seats in 
Parliament. The only country in Europe which 
has a first past the post system like ours is 
Macedonia. Most democracies have proportional 
systems. The AV system being suggested by the 
proposed referendum is being used in Australia. 

This system, like our existing electoral system, 
favours the largest parties - although a Green MP 
was elected under this system in the recent 
Australian election, just as one was in our most 
recent general election here - despite the obvious 



unfairness of the system. Because the coalition 
Government is unwilling to give us a choice of a 
fair, proportional system in the referendum, 
Caroline Lucas MP, leader of the Green Party, has 
tabled an amendment to increase the options in 
the referendum to include electoral systems 
which are actually proportional. 

This may not, however, be selected for debate at 
the committee stage of the bill in October. 

Unfortunately, real reform is being made diffi¬ 
cult by opposition to proportional electoral sys¬ 
tems in the two major parties. At present, we are 
only being offered a choice between two types of 
unfair system, with marginal differences 
between them. However, even this is too 
much for many Conservative and 
Labour MPs and members of the 
House of Lords, who are threatening 
to sabotage the bill in its committee 
and Lords stages. 

The bill has passed its second 
reading, but may become mired in 
wrangling in future stages in 
Parliament. What would this mean 
in Kent? In an AV system, those 
Kent MPs with more than 50 per 
cent of the vote would still win. 
Second preferences might change 
the result where the winning MP had 
less than 50 per cent of the vote, resulting 
in some Labour representation. 

The Liberal Democrats are too far behind in the 
Kent constituencies for there to be much likeli¬ 
hood of their party winning a single seat. If, how¬ 
ever, we had a proportional system, the results of 
elections might look very different. 

Considering the Kent County Council elections 
in 2009, the Conservatives obtained 47 per cent of 
the vote in Kent and 74 out of 84 seats. 

If this first past the post election had occurred 
using a proportional system, then the Con¬ 
servatives would have had less than half the seats 
and Lib Dem, Labour and Green councillors, plus 
at least one independent in Greenhithe, would 
have made up the majority at County Hall. 

Personally, if it comes to a vote, I shall have to 
vote no because I want real reform, not a change 
which means the results of general and local elec¬ 
tions do not reflect how people actually voted.

ALCOHOL-related hospital admissions are 
on the up and yet many of us will still get 
home from work, pour a drink and unwind 
for the evening.

But when figures show there are almost 
10,000 more cases of people going to hos¬ 
pital as a result of booze than five years ago, 
it brings home the grim fact that alcohol is 
having more of an affect on society than 
people may want to admit. 

Booze, it seems, has quietly become a 
staple in every day life. 

Everyone knows the binge-drinking cul¬ 
ture is thriving, but these figures take into 
account the ‘just one more’ people who 
might exceed the weekly amount just a little, 
or people who have drunk alcohol regularly 
their whole lives. 

And these days, there are not many who 
can preach to others about drinking as the 
majority of people indulge, whether in large 
or small amounts. 

People condemn illegal drug-taking - as 
they should - but because alcohol is legal, 
despite it being accountable for thousands 
of deaths each year, society accepts it as 
part and parcel of life. 

The NHS can’t force people not to drink 
and it shouldn’t, but it can advise people 
how to be sensible. 

If after a heavy night your body’s not telling 
you to lay off the booze, think about the 
damage it is doing. 

Because if figures continue to rise as they 
have in the past few years, there’s going to 
be one hell of a queue at the hospital. 

Churches change 
their publicity tune 

GONE are the days when the church bells 
would wake you from your morning slum¬ 
ber to persuade you to go to church. 

Now, church leaders will lure you through 
the radio waves. 

It seems even the church needs to rely on 
a bit of good old publicity to draw in the 
Sunday morning crowds. 


We must take 
mutual action 

During the time the current man¬ 
agement of Kent Reliance Building 
Society has been in charge, every 
promise made at the outset has 
been broken. 

Specifically, that Kent Reliance 
would never, ever demutualise; that 
the society would continue to have 
a local focus and serve the people of 
Kent sympathetically; and that 
costs would be carefully controlled. 

What has actually happened is 
that the people running the society 
have taken anything but a mutual 
stance. They have paid themselves 
enormous salaries for a secure job 
with no risk. It is our business they 
are meant to be running, not theirs. 

There have been expensive con¬ 
ferences for ‘fact-finding’. Hardly a 
local Kentish attitude. Experiments 
on the money markets and as ‘The 
Internet Bank’ have left the society 
in a position where it is quite clear 
that, for the first time in its exis¬ 
tence, it is in trouble. 

It is unable to lend to local people 
sympathetically and anyone will 
get a far better deal from a Spanish 
bank, Santander, than from KRBS. 

Now the idea is to simultaneously 
get KRBS out of the hole it has 
been digging for itself while making 
its managers richer than ever - by 
selling out our (‘mutual for ever’, 
remember) local building society for 
their fat profit. Anyone with invest¬ 
ments or a mortgage with KRBS 
should protest and object strongly 
to this rotten proposal now - before 
it’s too late.

Skill of crews 
is not in doubt 

Opponents of the plan to move 
women’s and children’s services 
out of Maidstone Hospital have 
never doubted the skills of 
ambulance teams transferring 
patients safely.

Flood disaster 
a top priority

After a meeting on September 
2, it has been agreed Kent 
Highways staff will be in Deal 
from September 20, where they 
will investigate and map the 
surface water and Southern 
Water systems in the problem 
areas. Once the issues have 


been identified and a system 
and strategy agreed, Kent 
Highways will apply for road 
closures to carry out the works 
which they envisage will be at 
least four months for all the 
sites. Kit and I wish to assure 
residents of our utmost atten¬ 
tion in this matter and under¬ 
stand that this is a very frus¬ 
trating time, particularly with 
the uncertainty around 
whether this may happen 
again. We, like you, want peace 
of mind and will work with 
Kent Highways to resolve these 
issues as quickly as possible. 

We would welcome informa¬ 
tion about the location of prob¬ 
lem areas, just in case there are 
some we are not aware of. Any 
emergency flood situations 
should be reported on KCC 24- 
hour helpline: 08458 247247.

The peak oil facts 
are being evaded 

The Government has investigated the 
issue of ‘peak oil’ - the global peak of 
cheap, recoverable oil supplies - and is 
fighting off Freedom of Information act 
requests on its findings. 

Kent Green Party has written to all 
Kent MPs asking that they demand the 
Government release all of its research 


findings, minutes of meetings and relat¬ 
ed material on peak oil. The German 
armed forces investigated peak oil and 
concluded that supplies will peak this 
year, 2010. Their report, leaked to the 
German media, is clearly concerned 
about public reactions to the impacts of 
peak oil upon prices. 

Why is this of vital importance to the 
future of Kent and Medway? Our small 
towns and rural communities, and years 
of neglect of public transport services, 
make us very prone to car dependence 
and we have expensive bus and rail 
fares. 

UK rail fares are actually the highest 
in the world. At a time when a double 
dip recession is possible, a continued 
rise in oil prices could choke off eco¬ 
nomic recovery by radically increasing 
household, business and public sector 
costs. The public is entitled to know 
what the Government is deliberately 
hiding from us about peak oil. 


We urge the public and the media in 
Kent and Medway to lobby their MPs to 
bring the Government’s data about peak 
oil into the public domain.

PEUGEOT’S 3008 will add a 
global motor market first to a 
string of awards by offering a 
hybrid diesel model. 

The launch of the 3008 last year as the 
first serious crossover rival to Nissan’s 
impressive Qashqai, had already signalled 
a new intent from the French marque, 
which aims to leap from being the 10th 
biggest vehicle producer in the world to 
seventh within five years helped by 14 new 
model launches. 

Now the 3008 allows Peugeot’s techno¬ 
logical ambition to go toe-to-toe with the 
likes of Toyota and Honda in emissions- 
saving hybrids, going one better by draw¬ 
ing on its renowned diesel expertise as 
well as experience gained from its electric 
version of the 106 hatchback (1995-2003). 

There are pros and cons to using diesel 
to partner the electric power of a hybrid; 
on one hand, there is the diesel’s inher¬ 
ent ability to deliver greater mpg from 
its fuel supply, but this must be balanced 
against the usual weight penalty of the 
engine itself against an equivalent 
petrol unit. 

This is compounded by the fact that the 
low weight of the electric half of the power¬ 



train is undone by the weight of its batteries. 

But there’s an air of confidence in the 
‘lion brand’ camp, since the new 3008 
Hybrid4 model - due here early next year 
- will then donate its powertrain to other 
Peugeots including an all-wheel drive 
version of the stunning TT-esque RCZ 
Coupe that has focused so much attention 
on Peugeot this year. 

And this layout gives additional appeal 


to the 200bhp Peugeot system - a 163bhp 
2.0-litre diesel driving the front wheels 
plus 37bhp electric motor for the rear - 
and also delivers the 4x4 option the 3008 
has lacked since launch but the rival 
Qashqai and others possess. 

Not that this has been a major deal 
breaker, since the car was launched in 
front-wheel drive form with a clever 
traction control upgrade option called Grip 


Control that gives the 3008 a quasi-4x4 
ability to cope with slippery and treacher¬ 
ous conditions. This was demonstrated 
graphically at the car’s UK press debut 
when it was used to launch a glider - see 
‘Peugeot’s spectacular launch stunt’ at 
www.carsforkent.co.uk Motors TV. 

Nevertheless, there will be buyers drawn 
to the all-wheel drive ability of the new 
hybrid as well as its claimed ability to return 
74.4mpg on the combined cycle and escape 
road tax with 99g/km of C02 emissions. 

There is also the option to run the car 
in ZEV (Zero Emission Vehicle) mode, 
although Peugeot is vague about how much 
range the car might have, stating only that 
this will need “the high-voltage batteries to 
be sufficiently charged”. 

Still, if it allows the car to be used for 
an all-electric school or supermarket run, 
it will be a major plus for ‘greenies’, while 
the less eco-conscious will have noticed 
that they can also cut loose occasionally 
with 200bhp on tap if both diesel and elec¬ 
tric are called upon. 

On top of all this is the inherrent 
crossover versatility of the 3008 - part 
hatchback, part people carrier and part 
SUV (sports utility vehicle) - that has won 
so many awards.

ELECTRIC cars are the dream 
ticket environmentally, but few of 
us are convinced. 

For the cynical, like myself, they have start¬ 
ed a worrying trend towards silly names with 
green or electric overtones such as the Nissan 
Leaf or Peugeot Ion. 

General Motors (GM) is testing our patience 
with an electric hybrid, to be known as the 
Vauxhall Ampere and Chevrolet Volt. Watt 
next? (it’s catching). 

More seriously, those unsmiling watchdogs 
of the hard-nosed secondhand motor trade at 
Glass’s Guide have already put the fear of God 
up any would-be electric car buyers by predict¬ 
ing that their used values could be as flat as a 
dead battery after just five years - 10 per cent 
of original price. 

Batteries are the problem in fact, being cur¬ 
rently (sorry) too heavy, too bulky, not environ- 
mentally-friendly either to produce or dispose of 
and - despite all the carmakers’ reassurances - 
too short-lived and expensive to replace. 

Couple that with the very obvious point that 
emission-free electric cars are a nonsense if 
you simply transfer those emissions to the 
chimneys of the nearby fossil fuel power sta¬ 
tion, and their future isn’t even looking as 
bright as some of those sparky puns the mak¬ 
ers are so fond of. 

On the other hand, electric motors deliver 
good power for their weight and instantly, 
without the need to spin-up to maximum out¬ 
put like an internal combustion engine. 

Audi has already suggested exciting poten¬ 
tial here by putting an electric motor on each 
wheel in a concept based around its R8 super¬ 
car, which it could not resist calling E-tron 

But electric power’s ace card is the social and 
political will to change the motoring world in 
the face of global warming; Governments can

see the real and PR benefits of getting us into 
electric cars, the carmakers can see the poten¬ 
tial economies of scale and, practically, it may 
be easier soon to avoid or reduce emissions

The debate has to come to the fore soon any¬ 
way because the first practical electric cars are

Nissan’s Leaf is attracting most interest, iron¬ 
ically, because it’s the most normal to look at. 

Order books opened this month. For a mod¬ 
est and refundable deposit of £257 you could 
have one of these five-door hatchbacks for 
£23,990 - including the £5,000 electric car 
incentive from the Government - next March. 

Initially, the cars will come from Nissan 
Japan, but production of both car and batter¬ 
ies begin at the Sunderland UK plant in 2013. 

Before anyone faints at the price, we need to 
remember that it should be possible to run the 
Leaf for less than two pence a mile, yet it can hit 
90mph and travel 100 miles on a frill charge. 

If the Leaf looks conventional then the 
Peugeot Ion/Mitsubishi MiEV, arriving soon, 
looks anything but. 

However, it is less radical than it appears, 
being an electric version of the petrol-driven 
Mitsubishi iCar five-door city car already avail¬ 
able here - reviewed at www.carsforkent.co.uk 
Motors TV (see Is This the Real iPod?). 

It has less space than the Leaf, a maximum 
speed of 80mph and a range of 80 miles, yet 
Mitsubishi has said its version will costs the 
same as the Leaf - including the Government 
cash - suggesting that Peugeot and Mitsi may 
have to revise their sums soon.

Mercedes C-Class Estate Sport 


MERCEDES-BENZ created the 
upmarket German estate car sec¬ 
tor with the venerable W123 
(1976-1985) - forerunner to the 
E-Class model dynasty. 

These rugged troop carriers are still a 
common sight - tribute to their usefulness, 
appeal and enduring class. 

But then, as in so many other ways, those 
upstarts at BMW and Audi came in and 
stole sales from M-B even as they widened 
the audience of customers. 

Particularly notable was the way BMW’s 
Touring and Audi’s Avant estate models 
catered for a new lifestyle’ buyer, less con¬ 
cerned about real load-lugging power and more 
about conveying an image of country living. 

And while the bigger Merc E-Class Estate 
remains the discerning big estate car 
buyer’s favourite, it has taken the three- 
pointed star brand some time to catch up 
with BMW and Audi at the smaller end of 
the estate sector. 


Like its saloon sister though, I reckon the 
latest C-Class Estate (from £25,195) really 
cuts it in a tough arena which also now has 
premium SUVs (sports utility vehicles) and 
even people carriers to contend with. 

For a start, the styling is crisp and sporty 
whether you opt for the ‘classic’ models, with 
their three-pointed star mounted on top of 
the radiator grille, or for the Sport versions 
with the brand badge centred in a wide M-B 
coupe-style grille. 


Then there is the latest C-Class blend of 
good handling and ride quality - its obvious 
rivals deliver on the first but cannot match 
the latter. 

And virtually the whole estate range has 
eco-friendly credentials, which M-B rather 
confusingly labels BlueEfficiency - like 
other German marques, it is anxious not to 
hand any PR advantages to the country’s 
Green Party. 

BlueEfficiency comprises a series of 


tweaks to save fuel and emissions including 
low rolling resistance tyres, aerodynamic 
tucks and revised powertrains. 

Unlike some carmakers, the ‘greening’ has 
not been reflected by higher prices though - 
bearing in mind M-B’s premium listing, you 
would rather hope not. 

In fact, though I was highly impressed 
with the C250 CDI Sport auto model as test¬ 
ed, I was rather taken aback by the £33,105 
pricing. 

Nevertheless, I can imagine someone being 
seduced by the car’s easy capability and 
class, and secondhand values are robust, so 
you would get lots of your investment back. 

The 200bhp 2,143cc four-cylinder diesel 
engine is smooth and the five-speed auto¬ 
matic gearbox seamless; there is enough 
power here to enjoy the balanced rear-wheel 
drive chassis that runs the BMW 3-Series 
close for handling and driving enjoyment. 

Sport spec does bring a slightly tauter chas¬ 
sis setting, but ride quality is still excellent 
considering the payback in driver enjoyment. 

As ever, the cabin is typical Merc, being 
robust rather than flashy, with good seats 
and sensible controls. 

The big seller though, and rightly so if 
paying extra for the estate version, is the 
cleverness of the load area; the space is gen¬ 
erous and one of the best at this level. 

But it is the practicality of that space that 
is impressive, with minimal intrusion from 
the wheelarches and a low loading sill.

when you are grappling with bulky or awk¬ 
ward items. 

The Karakuri system on the Mazda6, for 
instance, works particularly well.

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Routes to recovery must 
avoid axe, says watchdog 


KEY transport links in Kent head a 
‘hands off list that the county-based 
UK transport watchdog will press 
upon the Government ahead of its 
forthcoming spending review 

The Freight Transport Association (FTA), 
headquartered in Tunbridge Wells, says the 
London to Kent ports M20 corridor road and rail 
routes must be “spared the axe” to maintain the 
UK economic recovery and future international 
competitiveness. 

These two primary routes top a 12-strong list 
featuring many other regional routes, underlin¬ 
ing a consistent message in economic circles 
that the South East is crucial to the recovery. 

Theo de Pencier, the FTA’s CEO, said: “The 
association has already made it clear that cut¬ 
ting capital spending on infrastructure would be 
a huge mistake, especially for an economy still 
struggling to free itself from recession. As the 
fate of key road and rail projects hangs in the

balance we must make it clear that any short¬ 
term savings made by curtailing investment 
have to be weighed against the longer term costs 
of increased congestion and unreliability in the 
supply chain - a matter made more pressing by 
expected rises in traffic levels.” 

The FTA argues that congestion is a big drain 
that could cost freight and other road users in 
England alone £25 billion more per year by 2025 
than it did in 2003, based on the 2006 Eddington 
Transport Study - a source the FTA wants the 
Government to take note of when compiling the 
Comprehensive Spending Review (CSR) to be 
published on October 20. 

Far from wielding the axe, the FTA wants 
minsters to sanction targeted investment in new 
transport infrastructure capacity and technolo¬ 
gy to get the best out of the network. 

Mr de Pencier added: “Road and rail corridors 


that are likely to become congestion hot spots 
due to greater freight growth over the next 
decade are already under the greatest strain. 
The need to make early headway on existing 
investment plans is obvious. 

“The public purse is understandably being 
tightly held, but the Government must not be 
constrained by previously held dogma in fund¬ 
ing its spending priorities. 

“However they are funded, the FTA believes 
the projects identified in the submission are 
simply too important to forsake.” 

FTA chiefs will make their case to Transport 
Secretary Philip Hammond soon and urge him 
and colleagues to be guided by the Eddington 
Transport Study; recognise the long lead times 
associated with transport schemes; and look at 
new sources of finance. 

On the last point, the FTA argues that private 
funding has successfully developed the UK’s 
deep sea port infrastructure, airports and rail¬ 
ways already - the Treasury does not necessari¬ 
ly have to find the cash.

BANK of England Governor 
Mervyn King threw off currency 
cares briefly this week to check 
progress at the new £25.6 million 
Marlowe Theatre in Canterbury, 
due to open in autumn 2011. 

He had accepted an invitation 
from Peter Williams, chair of the 
New Marlowe Theatre 
Development Trust, and said: “I 
hope the people of east Kent will 
enjoy the considerable cultural, 
creative and community benefits 
that projects such as this bring, 
particularly during this time of 
economic difficulty.” 

But Mr King’s visit also gave a 
heavyweight financial nod 
towards the launch of what is 
claimed to be a unique Founding 
Corporate Partners scheme, giv¬ 
ing firms the chance to be the 
first to buy into long-term bene¬ 
fits of an association with the 
1,200-seat theatre. 

Energise 

Paul Barrett, MD of Barretts of 
Canterbury and chairman of 
Canterbury 4 Business, believes 
the Marlowe will help energise 
regeneration of the city, east 
Kent and beyond. 

He said: “The aim is to increase 
audience figures to well in 
excess of 300,000 a year, com¬ 
pared with 270,000 in the old the¬ 
atre. The estimate is that £22.6m 
will be drawn into the local econ¬ 
omy a year - an increase of 
£8.7m compared with the old 
Marlowe. Thousands of addi¬ 
tional visitors will come to the 
city and stay overnight or for the 
weekend, benefiting its restau¬ 


rants, pubs, hotels and shops, 
creating or safeguarding hun¬ 
dreds of jobs.” 

For a donation of £5,000 or 
more, companies will become a 
Founding Corporate Partner of 
the Marlowe. In return, the the¬ 
atre will offer a host of exclusive 
benefits, including lifetime 
recognition in the foyer of the 
new building, booking privileges 
and staff discounts. 

Mr Barrett is backing the 
Corporate Partner scheme: “I 
believe local businesses should 
support local initiatives, which is 
why I am proud to endorse it. 

“The fund-raising campaign is 
striving to raise the final £1.75m 
needed to complete the funding 


of the new Marlowe and I hope 
local businesses will wholeheart¬ 
edly offer their support.” 

Roger De Haan - one of Kent’s 
top businessmen and former 
Saga boss - is also behind the 
venture and its potential to stim¬ 
ulate the regional economy, 
together with cultural redevelop¬ 
ment in Folkestone and at the 
Turner Contemporary in 
Margate. 

He said: “East Kent is develop¬ 
ing a reputation as one of the 
country’s most exciting cultural 
destinations and as a vibrant 
place to live and work, and 
regional businesses can play a 
crucial role in supporting these 
bold and compelling initiatives.” 


Confidence dips 
among leaders 

BUSINESS confidence in Kent and the 
South East has dipped 20 points from the 
previous quarter according to the latest 
ICAEW/Grant Thornton Business 
Confidence Monitor (BCM). 

The index for the third quarter in 2010 
now stands at +9.7 - considerably lower 
than the National Confidence Index of 
+21.5 - and reflects business leaders’ con¬ 
cern about how public sector cuts will affect 
the local economy as Britain battles to cut 
its monster debt. 

Firms across the region are also pes¬ 
simistic about growth. They believe 
turnover will grow by 4.6 per cent over the 
coming 12 months, down from expectations 
of 6.4 in Q2. 

Forecasts for growth in profits (4.2 per 
cent) and sales (3.7) over the next year are 
also lower than last quarter. 

The BCM partners - the Institute of 
Chartered Accountants of England and 
Wales and accountancy firm Grant 
Thornton - also report similarly depressed 
views on recruitment and research and 
development. 

However, firms report that access to capi¬ 
tal is getting easier, though other ICAEW 
research suggests they also have less need 
for extra funds, thanks to stricter cost con¬ 
trol and cash management post-recession. 

Fay Webster, ICAEW regional director, 
said: “Businesses are feeling cautious about 
the future and slightly under attack. 
Confidence needs boosting. Now is time for 
the Government to give clear messages on 
supporting growth in the region.” 

Ellen Walsh, a partner at Grant 
Thornton, said: “The Government must be 
wary of pursuing policies which stimulate 
economic rebalancing and recovery in other 
regions at the expense of the South East.”

LAST WEEK I interviewed Jon Rimmer, chairman of highly- 
respected property and auctions firm Hobbs Parker, who 
told me he defied anyone to predict property market trends 
at present. 

And that pretty much goes for all other business sectors, 
with the result that confidence across Kent firms is going 
up and down like a yo-yo, which doesn’t make it any easier 
to report on either. 

And the last thing I want is for us to be accused of talking 
us into yet more economic troubles. 

But it’s a tough call, which makes it refreshing to hear this 
week that Ashford food producer Millifoods is embarking 
on major expansion (see this week’s Big Interview) despite 
sluggish UK economic growth and after identifying just the 
right conditions to favour its quality frozen foods for the 
retail trade. 

It put me in mind of what serial entrepreneur and 
Dragons’ Den star James Caan told this year’s Kent 2020 
business exhibition back in April, when he said anyone 
could run a business in an upturn - the real gift was being 
able to survive and even flourish when times are hard. 

This also draws together several news threads I’ve gath¬ 
ered lately, suggesting how many companies got ahead of 
themselves in the boom times, neglecting fiscal good 
housekeeping and embarking on foolhardy new ventures 
without properly researching their market, yet getting away 
with it in those profligate times. 

I’m hearing now that the reality check of recession has 
made many bosses and managers just grip the reins 
tighter and learn lessons they thought they didn’t need to 
before. 

And it hasn’t always meant shedding jobs, slashing pro¬ 
duction or selling assets, but simply looking at overheads, 
eliminating waste and chasing invoices. It bodes well for 
growth as real confidence returns. 

There’s still the shock and awe of the Government’s 
October spending review to come though... but let’s not 
talk ourselves into the dumps.

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That s so cool 

AT THE heart of London’s tallest new building is a 
network of pipes from Medway Galvanising that will 
help keep workers cool, writes Steve Loader. 


The air-conditioning system 
being installed by Skanska at 
Heron Tower in Bishopsgate 
depends on a complex system that 
runs 220 metres from the base¬ 
ment to the top of cooling towers 
on the 46th floor and back. 

As with any building project in 
central London, the schedule is 
tight, pace frenetic and attention 
to detail critical, which is why con¬ 
tractor Skanska turned to 
Medway Galvanising. 

Skanska engineer Paul 
O’Sullivan said steel was the ideal 
material, but the galvanising 
process was critical: “It’s got to be 
right and, for this sort of high-pro¬ 
file, deadline-driven project, it’s 
got to be on time.” 

Sittingbourne-based Medway 
Galvanising - fully accredited to 
all the latest BS and ISO stan¬ 
dards - made sure it met both 
demands. Another Skanska proj¬ 
ect chief, John Wickens, also 
praised Medway Galvanising’s 
“quick turnaround and keen pric¬ 
ing” adding that it was “very 
responsive to our needs”. 

Heron Tower will be completed 
in early 2011 and topped by a 
spire that makes it the tallest 
building in London, at least until 
the Shard of Glass - set to be the 
tallest building in the EU - opens 
at London Bridge in 2012.

Dave Hughes, author of Hops’ n’ Downs, 
spent months researching the guide and is 
excited by the revitalisation of Kent ales 
through significant growth in microbreweries. 

He said: “With the slow decline in hop grow¬ 
ing in Kent hastened by competition from hop 
growers around the world and changing 
tastes in alcohol, it would be easy to assume 
that beer brewing is a dying art in Kent. 

“This couldn’t be further from the truth, 
with an encouraging and notable body of inno¬ 
vative new microbreweries putting Kent very 


clearly on the beer map of Great Britain.” 

Kent has long been associated with the 
growing of hops, while oast houses have 
become symbolic of the county. In the 19th 
and early 20th centuries, thousands of acres 
were devoted to growing hops, with up to 
80,000 people involved in the annual harvest. 

A rich brewing heritage is highlighted by 
Shepherd Neame in Faversham - Britain’s 
oldest independent brewery - but many other 
names and brews disappeared over time. 

Fortunately, they are now being replaced by 
new ones from award-winners like the 
Ramsgate Brewery, Chatham’s Nelson 
Brewing Company, Royal Tunbridge Wells 
Brewing Co, and Whitstable Brewery, as well 
as the Hopdaemon Brewery in Newnham, Old 
Dairy Brewery in Rolvenden and Tonbridge 
Brewery. Although the county’s hop acreage 
has reduced to about 1,000 acres, surviving 
hop gardens continue to form a distinctive 
and cherished feature of Kent’s landscape. 

Wye Hops (formerly at Wye College) has 
also been at the forefront of research into hop 
cultivation, with the recent development and 
introduction of more practical dwarf varieties, 
changing the traditional appearance of some 
hop gardens. 


Powerhouse alliance call

BUSINESSES have called for a 
joint Kent and Greater Essex 
Local Enterprise Partnership. 

If successful, the joint proposal could lead 
to the creation of the largest LEP in 
England to support the business communi¬ 
ty, attract investment and create jobs. 

Bringing together the best in businesses 
and local government across both counties, 
the LEP would promote growth and tackle 
issues that matter most to businesses and 
residents, including skills, housing, 
tourism, transport and infrastructure. 
Major opportunities identified include: 

• New development in the Thames 
Gateway, creating 113,000 jobs in north 
Kent and south Essex over 20 years. 

• A third Thames crossing. 

• Continuing growth of international sea¬ 
port trade in both counties. 

• A road network linking the sea and air¬ 
ports to London, the rest of the UK and 
Ireland. 

• Coastal regeneration and renewal. 

• Offshore renewable energy potential. 

• Expansion of air services at Manston and 
Southend to provide greater capacity in the 
South East and support regeneration. 

Competing 

The proposal is already with ministers 
and could be in place by April 1, next year, 
if the coalition Government backs it. 

Geoff Miles, chairman of the Kent 
Economic Board, said he though the Kent 
and Essex bid gave the best chance of com¬ 
peting with ‘City Regions’ further to the 
north, adding: “There is a great opportunity 
to redress the east-west 
prosperity imbalance 
around London. This 
partnership can champi¬ 
on and tackle the area’s 
key infrastructure 
investments that are 
needed and help kick- 
start priority projects.” 

KCC leader Cllr Paul 
Carter said there was a 
real chance to turn both 
counties into “economic 
powerhouses” using their 
similarities, economies of scale and political 
ambition. With a combined population of 
3.4 million and a business community of 
nearly 115,000 companies supporting 1.3 
million jobs, he said Kent and Essex com¬ 


bined were bigger than 13 European countries 
and contribute £55 billion to the national econ¬ 
omy every year. 

“Following the dismantling of the old regional 
structures, we can now create the best in busi¬ 
ness and the best in local government to deliver 
creative solutions to unlock the potential for 
substantial external grants,“ he said. 

“We want this partnership to help build the 


right environment for business to flourish and 
create new employment opportunities. 

“It will also help us look at how we overcome 
the obstacles to new development and to find 
innovative approaches to private finance and 
planning to get the right infrastructure in place 
to support this. Our approach will be lean, prag¬ 
matic and business-focused to support the best 
investment for Kent and Essex.” 
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Charity sector braced 
for VAT increase has 
options to consider 


CHARITIES think they are in for a 
shock when VAT rises to 20 per 
cent in January, but Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells accountancy 
Horwath Clark Whitehill (HCW) has 
moved to reassure them. 

There have been predictions that 
the tax hike from the current 17.5 
per cent could cost charities as 
much as £150 million a year, at a 
time when donations are falling as 
the public tightens its belt. 

John Dent, a partner with HCW 
who specialises in the not-for-profit 
sector, said: “To organisations that 
are not fully taxable, such as chari¬ 
ties, this rise is effectively increasing 
their operational cost base, and 
comes at a time when people are 
being more prudent with their 
money and donations are low.” 

But he added: “There are a num¬ 
ber of routes that charities can fol¬ 
low. Although there are anti-fore¬ 
stalling measures in place to be 
aware of, charities in particular may 
be able to consider asking suppliers 
to advance invoices ahead of the 
increase. 

“Charities should be encouraging 
their supporters to make the most 
of Gift Aid, in order to maximise the 
use of all money donated, and VAT 
registration is another option, which 
although involving a lot of adminis¬ 
tration, could provide savings on 
items such as IT equipment.” 

And he believes the Budget rise in 
capital gains tax may result in

wealthier individuals being more 
likely to gift assets to charities to 
avoid paying the higher rate. 

Through the Budget, Prime 
Minister David Cameron also 
pledged a commitment to continue 
working closely with the sector, 
which he described as “the excel¬ 
lent charities, voluntary organisa¬ 
tions and social enterprises that do 
so much for our country”, suggest¬ 
ing there could be easier times 
ahead for the sector.

Multiple award-winning food manufacturer Millifoods made a senior 
appointment this week - see our story on Julie Farmer earlier in this 
section - signalling a major expansion by the Ashford firm. 

At a time of sluggish economic growth, the move is typical of its 
entrepreneurial managing director Stephen Drew, who co-founded 
the company just 10 years ago after a chance meeting with Spike 
Milligan and his wife Shelagh. Business Week editor Steve Loader 
reports on the man behind the company’s metamorphosis from 
niche supplier of vegetarian dishes into producer of some 300 
recipes, serving some blue-chip names in food retail

M illifoods is clearly success¬ 
ful and MD Stephen Drew 
plans a 50 per cent expansion 
over the next two years, from 
the current annual turnover of £4 million. 

Yet there are no flashy offices at the company head¬ 
quarters just off the M20 at Hinxhill, Ashford. 

Stephen’s one show of indulgence is a smart Mercedes 
convertible, but he insists surplus is mostly ploughed 
back into the business, its products and the 40-strong 
workforce - all have Food Hygiene Certification and are 
signed up to undertake relevant NVQs when they join. 

“The business has grown 
unbelievably and I have brought 
more managers on board to take 
us to the next stage,” he said. 

“Currently, the factory is run¬ 
ning one eight-hour shift, but 
we have the capacity to run 
more. We make a high-quality 
product for a low-margin return. 

“It’s all about volume to drive 
the business forward, but not at 
the expense of product. We don’t 
have a boardroom. I don’t have 
my own office. Most companies 
in our sector will invest a quar¬ 
ter of the selling price in the 
actual food - with us it’s at least 
half or even three-quarters.” 

But he says this is Millifoods’ 
strength in a competitive mar¬ 
ket, facing well-established 

firms who already have long relationships with the 
dwindling number of client contacts caused by 


takeovers and mergers on the food retail side. 

Discussing his latest appointment of former Brakes 
colleague Julie Farmer as national account manager, he 
said: “Bringing Julie on board to do a job I used to do is 
a big decision, but it’s time to move things along. Yes, 
people talk about the economy struggling, but people 
are still eating out - they just want better value via the 
high street chains and in-store restaurants. 

“I’m also in a good position to step up because I have a 
loyal staff - some have been here since we started our 
own production - and we have a very low chum of 
people, which is unusual in this sector.” 

Stephen started the company after a chance meeting 
with Spike Milligan and his wife Shelagh at a party in 
1998. The eccentric ex-Goon was 
an enthusiastic vegetarian and 
famously caused a scene in 
Harrods’ food hall when he tried 
to stuff spaghetti down the 
throat of the manager to show 
him how a goose felt when 
force-fed com to make pate de 
foie gras. 

Stephen recalled: “Shelagh 
lamented that she could not get 
anything vegetarian, especially 
when they went out to eat. My 
background was food service 
and we just said, ‘why don’t we 
set up a frozen vegetarian food 
business?’At this time Stephen 
had a successful career with 
Brake Brothers - now Brakes - 
the Kent-based food producer 
and distributor, but was excited 
about starting his own company and asked Shelagh to 
come up with eight Milligan favourite veggie recipes.

“Some had typically eccentric names like 
Carpenter’s Pie and Penne Cleopatra, but 
how they got them is forgotten now,” he 
laughed. “But they were all excellent and 
still available for production 
here.” 

Four of the launch dishes 
were taken up by holiday site 
chain Bourne Leisure, which 
includes brands such as 
Butlins and Haven, and a big 
celebration was staged at the 
Milligans’ home near Rye, 

East Sussex. 

Early on, Millifoods ran 
almost like a family business, 
said Stephen, adding: “Spike 
was very much behind the 
vegetarian thing, though 
Shelagh never wanted him 
used to promote the company. 

“I knew him for six years 
and we got on like a house on 
fire. We used to go out a lot 
together for meals. When 
Shelagh and I went out to 
business meetings he would

Shelagh was 25 years his junior 
“I think he felt the company would give 
her something to focus on after his death,” 
recalled Stephen. 


“As she has 
become more com¬ 
fortable with being 
on her own, she 
has looked to her 
other interests.” 

He now has sole 
control of the firm, 
which originally 
contracted out pro¬ 
duction before 
starting in-house 
production in May, 
2004. 


Bhs: “In the winter our cottage pie outsells 
fish and chips in Bhs restaurants, which is 
unheard of in this business,” said Stephen. 

But he is reluctant to disclose many other 
customers’ names: “People don’t realise that 
many of the dishes they eat are not made 
by the companies selling them,” he 
explained. He has won landmark contracts 
though, such as all vegetarian dishes served 
onsite at the 2002 Commonwealth Games 
in Manchester, and his firm is currently 
pitching for contracts at the London 
Olympics in 2012. 

But the food industry was a long way 
from his mind when his family moved to 
Kingsnorth, near Ashford. His childhood 
passion was showjumping, but his parents 
Derek and Sheila - who both ran successful 
businesses - then talked about taking on a 
restaurant or pub. 

He thought he might help out by taking a 
two-year catering course in Folkestone on 
leaving school in 1980. 

“When I left college I rang Brake Brothers 
at Lenham and asked about a chefs job,” 
said Stephen. “They said they only had a 
vacancy as a cleaner. I really wanted to 
work for them so I ended up starting at 
noon and working until four on the line 
and then, from four until nine cleaning the 
factory. 

“I did that for six months and then a job 
came up as chef, then factory supervisor, 
factory manager ...” 

He ended working across most depart¬ 
ments, giving him wide-ranging knowledge 
of his sector and no doubt contributing to a 
Millifoods’ awards roll too lengthy to men¬ 
tion. His latest challenge is entry into the 
forthcoming 2010 Pizza, Pasta and Italian 
Food Association awards, where he faces 
competition from authentic Italian firms. 

But one of the best endorsements came 
when an unnamed Millifoods customer 
challenged fiery celebrity chef Gordon 
Ramsay to sample some of their suppliers’ 
dishes. Stephen 


couldn’t believe that something of that quality 
could be sold for that price.” Millifoods’ top sell¬ 
ers are Cottage Pie, Lasagne and Scottish 
Macaroni Cheese - which features extra mature 
Scottish red cheese. But does he 
become frustrated by the dishes he 
cannot promote? 

“Very much. Everybody in this 
business watches which lines sell 
best, but it means that they and 
their customers miss out on some 
great food. One of our most under¬ 
rated recipes is one of Shelagh’s 
originals - a Russian beetroot stew. 
It looks fantastic and it’s delicious, 
but will anybody take it?” 

Away from the office, he enjoys 
going on the road with cooking 
demonstrations to show people how 
simple and tasty dishes can be cre¬ 
ated on a tight budget. 

His flair for this was also recog¬ 
nised by the TV show Eating With 
The Enemy in 2007, hosted by 
James Martin, when it came look¬ 
ing for personalities to appear. 
“Unfortunately, I was criticised 
for adding too much garlic to my dish,” he 


laughed. “But it was great fun.” 

His favourite relaxation is having family and 
friends round for dinner, cooking and holding 
court in the kitchen at home. He also enjoys 
travelling mixed with catching up with family - 
he has a twin brother in New York and his sister 
lives in Cape Town.

COMEDIAN Tim Minchin said 
recently that for all his “intertextu- 
ality softly spoken sophistry his 
jokes, swear words and smut” he 
would “never be as popular on 
YouTube as kittens waking up”. 

Good point. How do you 
become a YouTube superstar? 
Viral marketing is something 
of a dark art and we often get 
asked, “How do you make a 
successful viral anyway?” 

The answer is: you don’t - 
people do. Yes, your idea has to 
be clever, witty, maybe even a

any viral campaign to take oft 
you need people enjoying your viral video so 
much they feel compelled to forward to friends, 
post on their Facebook profiles, and tweet, re¬ 
tweet and blog about it. 

Social media - particularly Facebook and 
Twitter - makes everyone a blogger with a 
potentially huge circle of influence. 

However, for people to state their affection

for your brand so publicly requires real belief. 

“Brands that do viral well put the right mes¬ 
sage in front of the right people at the right 
time, via the social channels they use every 
day. Do viral campaigns actually work? New 
Media Age magazine says a single viral’s shelf 
life is relatively short - apparently only 8.5 per 
cent stay in the Top 10 for more than a week - 
but you can achieve longer-term success by 
integrating your viral with search and social 
media. One in six page views in the UK are 
pages on Facebook - an amazing statistic that 
can’t be ignored. 

My top tips to make a video go viral: 

• Involve your audience. Old Spice’s ‘The Man 
Your Man Could Smell Like’ campaign 
stormed it by combining YouTube, Facebook 
and Twitter in an interactive way. It started 


with a video to market the company’s shower 
gel, featuring actor Isaiah Mustafa saying 
‘anything is possible’ if a man uses Old Spice. 

It quickly went global after fans, random 
internet visitors and bloggers were invited to 
post questions to Isaiah, who responded by 
making personalised videos on YouTube. 

• Do something controversial, weird or wacky. 
Blendtec’s Will It Blend?’ campaign went big 
after the first viral on YouTube showed a pre¬ 
senter trying to blend different hard objects in 
the company’s blender. 

Blendtec followed this up by asking the 
audience to email their requests for objects to 
be blended in the next episode - the most 
recent of which was an iPad. Blendtec’s novel 
but subtle way to prove the sturdiness of its 
product has seen sales triple and the videos 
gain cult status. 

• Spark a debate. The Nike/Ronaldinho ‘Touch 
of Gold’ video is one of the most-watched virals 
ever, with more than 50 million views globally. 


It shows footballer Ronaldinho, wearing Nike 
RIO boots, hitting the crossbar four times 
without the ball touching the ground. Was it 
real or computer generated? 

Either way, it sparked a massive discussion 
and drove people online in their millions to 
judge for themselves. 

• Make it easy for people to share your video. 
It’s what viral marketing is all about. Ensure 
the video can be downloaded in a usable for¬ 
mat and can be published on various social 
networking sites, embedded on people’s own 
sites and easily forwarded. 

• And, most importantly, avoid just trying to 
promote your product or service as being 
great. It won’t wash. Provoke a strong reaction 
from your audience - laughter, shock, disbelief 
- and you’ll make a good start.

Skip per to ponder England future 
after final defeat attains! Black Ferns

ENGLAND captain Cath 
Spencer says she may have 
played in her last World Cup 
after suffering the pain of defeat 
against New Zealand in last 
Sunday’s final. 

The 31-year-old led her side to the brink of 
a famous victoiy at the Twickenham Stoop, 
but is undecided as to whether she will con¬ 
tinue playing up to the 2014 tournament. 

Spencer, bom in Ashford, had hoped to 
lead England to their first World Cup victo¬ 
ry since 1994, but the Black Ferns proved 
too strong once again and edged out the 
host nation 13-10. 

While Spencer believes the core of the 
England squad will return in four years’ 
time, she conceded her own future 
remained less certain. 

“I don’t know [if I’ll be back], it’s a bit too 
early to say,” she said. “I’m 31 now so I’ll be 
35, which is getting on a bit in internation¬ 
al mgby. As individuals and as a team, we 
can still get better and we’ll still have a 


strong nucleus of this team in four years’ 
time. I want to retain the Six Nations and 
win another Grand Slam, and I’ll make a 
decision after that.” 

One of Spencer’s great wishes before the 
World Cup was to boost the profile of 
women’s mgby and with the final played 
out in front of 13,253, the evidence is that 
her side captured the nation’s imagination. 

The anguish of losing by such a narrow 
margin clearly hurt England, but Spencer 
insists they should all be hugely proud of 
their performances during the tournament. 

“It’s mixed emotions,” she said. 'We’re 
gutted, devastated we didn’t win, but we’re 
very proud of the way we played, particu¬ 
larly the first 20 minutes when we kept 
New Zealand out. Walking out onto the 
pitch and hearing the national anthem was 
something I’ll never forget. It was a special 
moment and in some ways, it was written 
for us to win the World Cup. 

“The whole tournament was a success 
and all the players can be proud. The 
profile of the sport has gone to new levels 
and there are numbers of people watching 
the game which we’d never have thought 
possible.”

THE TAKEOVER saga at Maidstone United 
appears to be nearing a conclusion after chair¬ 
man Paul Bowden-Brown and shareholder 
Oliver Ash announced they had agreed terms. 

The Ryman Premier League club has been 
in limbo for several weeks while its long-term 
future has been decided. 

Bowden-Brown has been Stones chairman 
since 1992, but is now ready to pass control to 
Ash, subject to the final contract and comple¬ 
tion of financial and legal documents. 

Offer

out an agreement. 

It allowed an alternative offer by Lashings 
World XI Cricket Club to be made, only for the 
move to be ruled out with the club claiming it 
could not go through because it would break FA 
and Ryman League rules. 

The collapse of the Lashings deal prompted 
the Stones shareholders to meet again earlier 
this month and they now appear to have found 
another way forward. 

In a statement Bowden-Brown said: “It has 
taken hours of work to get us to this point. 
Heads of terms, subject to contract, were 
signed [on Wednesday]. 

“Oliver and I are veiy close to a conclusion and 
we will inform eveiyone once we have finalised 
eveiything and agreed a takeover date.” 

Ash originally came on board in Februaiy, 2008, 
when his company, Richmond Participations, 
invested £100,000 to buy a 25 per cent stake in 
the club. 

If the takeover is finally completed then top 
of the agenda for the long-suffering Stones 
fans will be news on developments at the 
planned new ground at James Whatman Way.

The Gills went into this weekend’s clash 
with Shrewsbury Town winless from their 
first five games in League Two, their worst 
start to a league season for 11 years. 

The lowest point so far came with last 
Saturday’s 5-4 defeat at Bury, when Gills boss 
Andy Hessenthaler told the players they 
should have been ashamed with their first- 
half performance. 

Crumbled 

His main concern was over the inconsistency 
of the side’s defence, which crumbled after 
conceding the first goal. After the game 
Hessenthaler threatened the squad’s under- 
performing players with being loaned out if 
they did not improve. 

He said: “The good teams and the best play¬ 
ers are the ones that do it week to week. 

‘We’ve not done that. It’s harsh but if you’re 
not going to learn quickly then you won’t be 
in the team, simple as that, we’ve got to get 
players that are going to take it on board on 
the training ground. 

We’ve got players out injured, but unfortu¬ 
nately in defensive areas they are a bit longer 
term. What it might mean is again be a bit 
ruthless and put players on the loan list. 

We can’t get players in until perhaps we’ve 
moved a couple of players on. That’s how it’s 
got to be, we’ve got to be honest with them.” 


The Gills boss made his squad watch a re¬ 
run of the Bury game before training on 
Thursday to emphasise his point. 

One player who could watch without 
pressure was Dennis Oli, who only made his 
playing return in the reserves on Wednesday. 

The winger, who has been out since tearing 
a hamstring in July, scored twice in the 3-0 
win against Brentford’s second string. 

The 26-year-old has been a frustrated spec¬ 
tator so far, but is not too concerned by the 
team’s early season form. 

He said: “I’m not good at watching, it’s frus¬ 
trating because there’s nothing I can do to 
affect the game. You feel for them when 
they’re not getting results because we’re like 
one big family. 

“I’m sure we’ll turn things round, I’ve been 
in the game long enough to know that the 
first five games doesn’t mean anything.”

Surgery threat to Camier’s season 


THE motorsport season may have 
come to a premature end for Leon 
Camier after the factory Aprilia 
rider underwent surgery on his bro¬ 
ken wrist this week. 

Camier flew to the UK for the 
operation on Wednesday before 
returning to his Andorra home, and 
he may not ride in the final two 
rounds of the World Superbike 
Championship. 

In a statement on his website, 
Camier said: “Surgery went really 
well and the team looking after me 
did a great job, I can’t thank them 
enough. I’m looking forward to being 
back home and will be working on 
getting back to full fitness as soon as 
I can. Thanks again to everyone for 
their support and well wishes.” 

Camier sustained the injury at 
Germany’s Nurburgring circuit last 
weekend, during qualifying ahead of 
the 11th round of the championship. 

The Ashford-bom rider went in 
full of confidence after securing a 
podium finish at Silverstone in the 
previous round, but his weekend 
was cut short when he crashed on 
the 21st practice lap of his 60- 
minute session. 


Since winning the British 
Superbike Championship last year, 
the 24-year-old has gone from 
strength to strength on the world 
stage, securing three podiums prior 
to his Nurburgring accident. 

He sits ninth in the championship 
standings with two rounds remain¬ 
ing, although he is now unable to fin¬ 
ish any higher than fifth in his debut 
season. 

The crash, which came out of the 
blue with no other rider in the 
immediate vicinity, left Camier with 
a gashed knee, but it is the wrist 
damage which threatens the rest of 
his campaign. Although injuries to 
the scaphoid bone are relatively 
common for motorcycle riders, the 
limited blood flow slows recovery 
time significantly. 

The penultimate round of the sea¬ 
son takes place at Imola, Italy, on 
September 26 - giving Camier a 
fortnight to prepare, should he opt to 
make a quick return. 

He has yet to sign a deal for next 
season although the indications are 
that he will remain at Aprilia along¬ 
side Max Biaggi, who leads the 
championship by 62 points.

S TAYING in Division 
One of the County 
Championship is the 
big target for the last 
week of this season, not least 
because it could well have an 
impact on the make up of the 
Kent team that starts next sum¬ 
mer’s campaign. 

As far as I am concerned, I want to stay 
as part of a Kent team which is competi¬ 
tive, and which can win things. I am a 
Kent boy, and feel a huge loyalty to this 
club having come up through the ranks. 

I very much hope we can play well 
enough to keep ourselves in the top tier, 
because it might encourage certain play¬ 
ers to remain with us. 

The one thing that I would say at this 
moment, however, is that I also have to be 
very aware of my own individual career 
and, having worked so hard to get 
England recognition in the last year - at 
both Test and one-day international level - 
I must also be fair to myself and my ambi¬ 
tions to play a lot more for my country. 

I still have two years left on my contract, 
so of course Kent can hold me to that if 
they want - as they can also do with other 
senior players under contract. 

Hopefully, too, the development at the St 
Lawrence Ground can finally get under 
way in the next month or so, which will 
mean a bit more income for the club as 
they look towards next season. 

It would be nice to think the core group of 
senior players can all help us move for¬ 


ward, although Amjad Khan’s departure 
because the club felt they could not afford 
to keep him was a blow for everyone in that 
regard. As someone who has played with 
Amjad for many years, it is a shame that 
he will not be around the club in the future. 

It has been a pleasure playing with him. 

Meanwhile, in my own situation, I really 
need to be playing in a competitive team 
and not for an under-performing side, so it 
will be interesting to see what develops 
over the next few weeks and months. 

This winter’s England tour selections 
will also be very important for me. It 
was disappointing not be selected for 
the one-day internationals against 
Pakistan, but realistically I knew that 
Graeme Swann and Mike Yardy would 
get the nod for those games as they 
have been our two established spinners 
in limited-overs cricket for a while now 
and have enjoyed a lot of success. 

Actually, I would like to think I have 
better chance of being chosen for the 
Ashes Test squad than the England 
one-day squad at the moment. 

Yardy has not so far been considered 
as a replacement - or partner - for 
Swann in the Test team, and that could 
mean the second spinner’s position in the 
Ashes squad is probably between Monty 
Panesar, Adil Rashid and myself. And, as I 
have been seen as a like-for-like replace¬ 
ment for Swann, and having done reason¬ 
ably well on my Test debut in Bangladesh 
earlier this year, I very much hope the 
selectors go for me. 

y own form has improved marked¬ 
ly in recent weeks - in both first- 
class and limited-overs cricket - as 
a direct result of getting more regular 
bowling out there in the middle, and that 
has been a real boost for me. 

Taking five wickets in the Somerset 
second innings in the championship 
match during Canterbury Week in early 
August was a big fillip, and I’ve also felt 
in much better form in the Clydesdale 
Bank 40-over games recently. In fact, in 
winning our last five matches in that 
competition, we were left to rue a couple

Otherwise, we could easily have made 
the semi-finals, which would have been a 
huge achievement with what has been a 
depleted squad through injuries, unavail¬ 
ability and also with the events currently 
surrounding the club off the field.

Stevo leaves door open for offers 


KEY all-rounder Darren Stevens will be a 
keen observer of Kent’s winter activity after 
admitting he does not want to see out the 
remainder of his career in a struggling side, 
writes Glenn Pearson. 

The 34-year-old has been the side’s stand¬ 
out performer this season, which hasn’t gone 
unnoticed with big spenders Hampshire 
believed to have expressed an interest in the 
all-rounder. 

Stevens, who is out of contract at the end of 
next season, said he wants to remain at Kent, 
but has concerns about the county starting 
next season with just a 15-man squad. 

“I’ve had a good year, but I haven’t spoken 
to anybody [at Hampshire] but I’m sure, and 
I’d hope, there are other clubs interested in 
me,” he told Kent on Sunday. “But I’ve still 


got another year left on my contract at Kent 
and at the minute I’m still here. 

“I love being here, they gave me a second 
burst at county cricket and it’s gone really 
well for me. But the big thing is we all want 
to be looking to win games and I want to be 
winning trophies. 

“The club have got to look at getting more 
players in, but the word on the grapevine is 
the club haven’t got any money to bring in any 
more players. If that’s all we have got next 
year then it’s going to be a hard slog for us. 

“If we have 15 players we might compete 
for three months of the year, for the last three 
or four we’re not. Players need to be rotated, 
especially seamers. 

“If there are one or two injuries we could be 
down to 12 players and you can’t run a crick¬ 


et side on that. That’s where I feel for Keysey 
as captain and Paul Farbrace as coach.” 

Stevens, who played for the England Lions 
this summer, has been asked to open the 
bowling since Amjad Khan was released at 
the end of last month, and bowled 15 overs off 
the reel in the championship game against 
Hampshire this week. 

While he has been happy to do his share of 
the bowling to help Kent’s threadbare seam 
attack, he feels it’s had an effect on his bat¬ 
ting in the second half of the season. 

He said: “It’s not been great for my runs for 
the side, but Keysey has asked me to do a job 
and I’ve done it. 

“I’ve really enjoyed it but the fact is I 
shouldn’t be doing it - Amjad should be 
doing it or Robbie Joseph, but he’s injured.

Jana remaining 
tight-lipped over 
Lancs rumours 

KENT vice-captain Martin van Jaarsveld 
has refused to comment about speculation 
linking him with a move to Lancashire. 

The county’s leading run scorer in the 
championship signed a three-year deal to 
stay at Kent at the end of last season, 
despite an approach from Surrey to cap¬ 
tain their newly-formed side. 

It recently emerged that Lancashire, 
who have been keen on signing him in the 
past, are again interested in the 36-year- 
old batsman. With van Jaarsveld’s wife’s 
family living in the Red Rose county, the 
South African is believed to be interested 
in moving up north in the future. 

It’s not clear at this stage whether a 
deal will come off and when pressed on 
the speculation this week, all he would 
say was: “At this stage I can’t comment on 
any of that.” 

Having persuaded van Jaarsveld to 
sign a contract to stay until 2012 only 
last year, Kent are keen to keep one of 
their prized assets who has consistently 
scored more than 1,000 runs a season 
since joining the county in 2005. 

He admitted that next season at St 
Lawrence will be difficult with a squad 
smaller than the one that took to field, 
but was optimistic about hopes of bring¬ 
ing in an overseas player. 

He said: “It’s hard to say [if Kent will be 
competitive] and also I’d say next year is 
a long way away. You never know, there 
might be a little bit of spare cash floating 
around for an overseas but it’s going to be 
pretty tough. 

“With a small squad and a couple of 
injuries our bowling could be really thin, 
so it could be really tough next year.”

KENT head coach Paul Farbrace 
will meet with six of the club’s 
bright prospects at the end of the 
season to persuade them to 
stay, but fears they could repeat 
Amjad Khan’s recent exit and 
leave next year. 

Joe Denly, Sam Northeast, Darren 
Stevens, Matt Coles, Alex Blake and 
James Goodman are all out of contract at 
the end of next season, which means 
counties would be free to approach them 
next summer. 

Khan’s release, because Kent couldn’t 
make a “meaningful offer”, has unsettled 
some in the St Lawrence dressing room, 
while rumours are now circulating about 
the future of Martin van Jaarsveld, James 
Tredwell and Stevens. 

It leaves the likes of Farbrace, skipper 
Rob Key and coach Simon Willis with a cru¬ 
cial job once the season comes to a close 
next week, in trying to encourage the squad 
to stay and commit to Kent. 

Farbrace and Key will also have to budget 
for a squad of just 15 players next season, 
which means no additions to the playing 
staff over the course of the winter and no 
overseas cricketer. 

The coach admits next year the club could 
be in the same situation as they were with 
Khan, but is hopeful the squad will remain 
together and see the county through a tough 
period on and off the field. 

Farbrace said: ‘1 think next year we will 
have a few players out of contract and I think 
the fear is that we have to convince them 
through things happening on and off the 
field that this is the club to be at and we’ve 
all got a part to play in that. 

‘We all want to keep our best players and 
the likes of Denly, Northeast, Coles and 
Blake are all people that could say ‘if we’re 
not going to be developing as a club and not 
going forward and competing, is this really

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the place I want to play?’ I can understand 
their logic, but at the same time you would 
hope they can see an opportunity It’s up to 
all of us at the club to convince those blokes, 
not through words but through actions, that 
this is the place to be.” 

Farbrace said the club must be “clear 
and up front” with members and sup¬ 
porters about the impact financial pres¬ 
sure off the field will bring and that it is 
going to be an equally tough period on it 
as well, which may mean a switch of 
emphasis in terms of which competitions 
are prioritised next year. No overseas and 
a squad of 15 doesn’t leave much room for 
injuries next summer, but Farbrace is keen 
to keep his squad together and admits it’s 


going to be a “huge” winter for the club. 

He said: “There’s no point in trying to hide 
the situation, I think we’ve got to be open 
and honest and say this is where we are 
heading and we’ve got to make the most of 
it. We are going to need eveiybody’s help, on 
and off the pitch. 

“The club needs stability, it doesn’t need 
rumour which unfortunately is happening, 
but because of our financial position people 
are dreaming up all sorts of stuff. The bot¬ 
tom line is we want to keep our best players, 
we want to keep everyone in contract and we 
are trying to talk to all of the boys out of con¬ 
tract at the end of next year.”

Team USA’s pre-Olympics visit to check out track 


THE UNITED States are among the 
countries to send delegations to 
inspect facilities in Kent this sum¬ 
mer with a view to training in the 
county ahead of the London 
Olympics. 

We revealed last month Kent had 
twice as many training camp deals 
agreed than any other county and 
the number is likely to increase 
sharply in the next few months. 

Ashford is yet to finalise a deal, 
but is attracting a lot of interest for 
its four pre-approved training sites 
- Julie Rose Stadium, the Stour 
Centre, Great Chart Golf Club and 
Chilham Park. 

A delegation from Uganda was 
shown round on Monday, becom¬ 
ing the seventh country to view the 
facilities. 

The most eye-catching visit has 


been from the United States, who 
sent a team to look at all four train¬ 
ing venues in July. As one of the 
biggest Olympic teams they are 
expected to take some of the 
country’s top facilities, with their 
track and field team signing an 
agreement with Birmingham. 

Despite this Cllr Paul Bartlett, of 
Ashford council, felt it was a huge 
compliment for the town to even 
be considered. 

He said: “We haven’t had any 
feedback from them as to what they 
thought, but at the time they did say 
they were particularly impressed 
with the Julie Rose Stadium. 

“A lot of their people will go [to 
Birmingham] but they are looking at 
other venues. They have an enor¬ 
mous team. I understand one sin¬ 
gle venue is going to struggle with

the size of team they hope to send. 

“They are keeping their options 
open, but also need a plan that’s 


flexible and be able to accommo¬ 
date last-minute changes.” 

Ashford is extremely well placed 
to attract international teams and 
with the high-speed rail link it is 
possible to go from the Stour 
Centre to the Olympic Stadium in 
31 minutes. 

Canada and New Zealand have 
also toured the town and Bartlett 
believes the interest will only 
heighten in the next few months. 

He said: “Most of the visits have 
been in the last six to eight weeks. 
I would be disappointed if we did¬ 
n’t have at least the same number 
between now and Christmas. 

“We have some top-class facili¬ 
ties that can be used by teams in 
preparation for the Games and we 
would be delighted to share them 
with as many as possible.”
